Hé wife lay stress upon the tact that 
he did not appear to be angry when he fired 
the shots, and does not know where he ob- 
tained the revolver. 
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SHOOTS HIS LOVE AND HIMSELF, 


Desperation of a Young Man Whose Devo- 
tion Was Not Reciprocated. 

Quincy, Mass., March 12,—Unrequited love 
and jealousy were the cause of a probable 
murder and suicide today, the principals be- 
ing Mary Victoria Lafave, aged 18, and Joseph 
Massey, agéd 30. The girl had been to mass 
and was returning home unattended. Massey 
followed her. A score or more of the people 
were also behind her. When the girl had 
reached a p»int opposite the entrance to the 
old Miller estate Massey was seen to step 
up near her, draw a revolver, and 
fire three shots in rapid succession. 
The eye-witnesses were’ for a moment 
apparently paralyzed and paid no attention to 
Massey, who turned and-- walked leisurely 
away. Realizing finally what had been done 
several men started for. Massey, but before he 
could be overtaken he placed the revolver to 
his head ana fired. He fell uvér on a bank of 
snow and expired m ten minutes. The girl 
was carried to her home, where doctors made 
an examination and found that all the shots 
had taken effect. They do not have much 
hope of.her recovery. The girl was employed 
in 2a shoe manufactory. Massey had, 
up to within nine months, been em- 
ployed at the same factory. He 
paid her considerable attention and upon sev- 
eral occasions called upon her at her home. 
He was apparently desperately in love with 
her and urged herto become his wife. His 
love, however, was not reciprocated, and the 
girl in every way possible discouraged his at- 
tentions. Nine months ago Massey went to 
Marlboro to work, but frequently came to 
Quincy Saturday nights, remaining until Mon- 
day morning. He made the threat that if the

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MIDNIGHT JOURNEY OF AN ANGRY BULL. 


He Rules Madison Street from State West, 
but No One Is Injured. 

Just as the clocks were sounding midnight 
Saturday night an enormous bull swung 
around the corner of State and Madison 
streets and commenced a journey westward. 
Adorned by a halter and short rope the animal 
proceeded ab! before anything unusual 
ocounfed.

Nothing, how- 
ever, disturbed the equanimity of the novel 
pedestrian until a point was reached near the 
corner of La Salle street. A force of laborers 
was engaged in repairing some water pipes 
and had a big thaw fire burning in a wide 
trench. This matter of a bonfire in his path 
caught the eye of the farm pride and he was 
perplexed. A motion to investigate was 
promptly carried, and the laborers, warned 
by cries from the crowd, fled. Visions of 
barbecue arose, but they were dispelled, as 
the investigator decided that the case was too 
warm for him, aud he'caused a panic among 
the cab horses on the other side of the street. 
Between La Salle street and Fifth avenue 
there was trouble. The heedlights and clang- 
ing bells of the cable cars created cuonsterna- 
tion. The little halter strap swung rapidly as 
the bewildered animal made uncertain head- 
way,and gripmen operated their grip bars and 
brakes with the rapidity of telegraph instru- 
ments. When Fifth avenue was passed there 
was more trouble. Engines and carts were 
returning from a 4-11 fire, and there was an 
‘11 waltz’’ on both’sides as each apparatus 
encountered the animal. Not until the bridge 
was reached was there peace again, and the 
strange night prowler disappeared in the dark- 
ness of West Madison street, leaving a trail of 
fame and terror behind. Whence he came or 
where he went no one knows. 


POLICE BREAK UP A COCKING MAIN; 


They Seize Twenty-one Spectators and 
Eleven Birds Under O’Malliey’s Saloon. 
John O'Malley's friends were treated to a 

cock-fight last night at Thirty-fifth street and 

Wentworth avenue, and in the midstof the 

excitement the twenty-one onlookers, together 

with eleven fighting cocks, were seized by the 
police and locked up at the Thirty-fifth Street 

Station. John O'’Malley runs a saloon at 


the place where the fight was held. Beneath 


the saloon is a roomy basement, and this was 
fitted up with seats around the walls for the 
accommodation of spectators, whiie in the inte- 
rior was the sawdust-covered arena for the 
struggle of the game birds. 

About 10 o’clock the invited guests began to 
arrive. Some difficulty seemed to intervene 
in arranging whose birds should first be 
matched, as well as concerning the amount of 
money which was to failto the owner of the 
winning fowl. This difficulty proved fatal to 
the cocking main. One of the men whose 
fovd was to contest for honors and money 
picked up his bird and departed because he 
could not secure what he considered a fair show. 
He started for home, but before, proceeding 
far he met Officer Walsh and the idea of re- 
venge occurred to him. He called the police- 
man to him. “Officer,” he said, “there’s a 
cock fight over to O’Malley’s.”” Officer Walsh 
notified the Thirty-fifth Street Station. Lieut. 
Bowles summoned the patrol wagon, 
and calling fourteen of his men 
together went to the ‘scene. The 
men within made a desperate attempt to 
escape tlie police, and but for being threatened 
with clubs would have turned the main into a 
pugilistic encounter. Several blows were 
struck but no one was injured. 

The twenty-one men and eleven birds were 
locked up at the Thirty-fifth Street Station, 
but all refused to talk about the main or give 
the ownership of the birds. ‘Saaliey was 
charged with being the principal violator of 
the ordinance against, cock-fighting and the

The report circulated yesterday that a coterie 
of politicaans who met at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel Saturday had agreed to support Robert 
1. Martin, the senior Alderman of the Tweifth 
Ward, for Mayor in the Republican city con- 
vention was received with incredulity. Mr. 
Willits, who was reported to have attended 
the conferenee, actually refused to go, telling 
those who extended the invitation: that he 
thought there should be no conferences until 
the delegates are elected, and advising the 
ward managers to use their best efforts to se- 
cure the election of the wisest and best Re- 
publicans in the city as such delegates. Others 
who have been approached pn the subject of 
the conference also refused to attend. 

Mr. Martin, who it is said was ‘selected, is 
an excellent man. His recordin the Council 
is above teproach.. He is popular in his part 
of the city, but he is hardly sufficiently knowao 
to make a strong fight against Harrison. It 
is of course in his favor that he comes from 
the West Division. But there are other candi- 
dates from that section—Georye B. Swift, 
Judge Tuthill, and B. A. Eckhart. Notwith- 
standing the sect‘onal argument there is yet a 
feeling that either Louis C. Huck or George 
M. Moulton wuuld be a stronger canaidate for 
Mayor than any one of the West-Siders re- 
cently mentioned. F. J. Dewes, the Hum- 
boldt Park brewer: Franz Amberg, at 
present City Collectur; and Louis Wulff, the 
Thirteenth Ward brass goods manufacturer, 
are the candidates most frequently mentioned 
for Treasurer. Adam Wolff, who has been 
sometimes mentioned, may be nominated for 
West Town Assessor. 
Mr. Dwyer will not be a candidate. 

A new candidate for Collector of the South 
Town has appeared. Juhn McKenna of the 
Twenty-eighth Ward is the man. Ferry Hull, 
however, wants this job to go to his protégé, 
M. H. Gibson. The convention will follow 
the Republican city convention. There ap- 
pears to be no candidate against Henry 
Best for the Republican nomination for South 
Town Assessor. 

The committee havmg in charge the ar- 
rangements of the Citizens’ meeting at 
Battery ““D” tonight has perfected all its ar- 
rangements, and feels confident of success. 
It has designated as Vice-Presidents a large 
number of prominent men, most of whom 
have said they will attend. Mr. Gage was 
asked whether he would preside over the meet- 
ing.

ADVOCATES INDEPENDENT ACTION, 


The Question Club Favors a Non-Partisan 
Municipal Ticket. 

The Question club at the Hull House, No. 
835 South Halsted street, yesterday discussed 
the advisability of supporting a non-partisan 
candidate for Mayor. D. Webster Groh pre- 
sided. The first address was made by W. T. 
Wittler, who expressed the opinion that one 
of the chief reasons why Carter Harrison was 
so anxious to be Mayor this year was that he 
might be able to conimand the selection of 
the United States Senator whois to be elected 
from Illinois during the coming year.. The 
speaker continued : 

Carter Harrison is to Chicago what David B, 
Hill is to the State of New York; both of them 
would make use of a great party to further their 
own ambitions. If the Wemocratic party is anx- 
ious for future unity and harmony it must defeat 
Carter Harrison. From the standpoint of a citi- 
zen I believe we should not only nominate a man 
of executive ability but also a man who would be 
thoroughly representative of the people of Chica- 
go; one in whom all will feel a pride and feel se- 
cure in the knowledge that they will have a man 
in the city magistrate’s chair who will conduct 
the affairs of the office with honor and dignity. 
The method adopted by the press of Chicago is a 
very good one, but it appears to me that it could 
have been improved if the press bad given the 
people an opportunity of declaring not only 
their first choice but also their second 
and thicd choices, 80 that in the 
event of the declination of the first choice, one of 
the others might be available. A candidate so 
selected would not be indebted to any party for 
his elecuon and would therefore be free from in- 
cumbrances that cling to party men. 

George V. Wells said that the proper way 
for the Democratic party to rebuke the nomi- 
nation of Carter Harrison would be to turn 
out strong and vote for the candidate nomi- 
nated by the Republican or the independent 
parties. 

George Cummings said that Harrison was a 
demagogue instead of a Democrat. He was 
opposed to an independent movement be- 
cause no definite principle was involved, and 
said that the present movement has neither 
a closely defined object nor definite means of 
attaining it. People need first to know exact- 
ly what they want to have done and they will 
have no difficutly in getting politicians to do 
it for them. He would be ready to favor 
an independent movement looking toward 
getting entire control by the city of gas, elec- 
tric lighting, and auch things necessary for 
the public. 

James E. Moore was the only one present 
who could be induced to say anything favor- 
able for Carter Harrison, who he said was 
the best man the people could get. 

At the conclusion of the debate the follow- 
ing resolutions were adopted: 

Resolved. That the Chicago Question club, 
being itself a non-partisan organization, heartily 
desires the city government to be lhkewise non- 
partisan, and hence warmly advocates a genuine- 
ly independent and representative municipal 
ticket. 

Kesolved, That labor unions and all other non- 
partisan organizations, if true to their non-par- 
tisan declarations, must favor an. independent 
ticket. 

Resolved, That political “ rings’ and “ ma- 
chines,’”’ animated by no nobler impulse than the 
spoils of office, obstruct all true reform, and area 
menace to our free institutions. 

Resolved, That an independent ticket, by elim- 
inating party prejudicd, will allow social reforms 
to come more to the front. 

Resolved, That, if we would prevent being 
despoiled, we must defeat the spoilsmen’s ticket.

Democratic Leaders Return from the In- 
auguration Somewhat Depressed. 

The cream of the Cook County Democracy, 
+ aded ty John P. Hopkins and flanked by 
James 8. Cooper, Railroad Commissioner 
ana ex-Ald. Thomas Gahan, Roger Sullivan, 
and Larry MeGann, returned early yesterday 
morning from Washington, where they have 
been telling Mr. Cleveland as often as they 
could how Chicago and Cook County should 
be recognized for valiant services last fall. 
With them were Gen. R. Smith, Erskime M. 
Phelps, State’s-Attorney Kern, A. Goldzier, 
and Dan Corkery. There was little enthusi- 
asm in the party.

An attempt to prevent the running of an 
electric car caused a lively riot at Rocky 
Point and Cheitenham sustectiit The South 
Chicago Electric railroad company proposed 
to run its cars over the new line on Ontario 
avenue to South Shore, for the first time, at 
10 o’clock yesterday morning. 

‘The first car. went jauntily along till it 
reached Seventy-ninth street. At that point 
the wotor man on the car saw an office build- 
ing right in front of himon the track, There 
was no tunnel under the structure nor any 
tracks to go around it,so the motor man 
came to the conelusion that as two bodies 
could not ocegpy the same space at the same 
time, either the office building or the car 
wuuld Rave to leave the track. 

Now the office had not gfown on the track 
over night, after the fashion of country lots, 
which are said +6 spring up suddenly where 
big swamps were known to exist, nor had it 
been built there while the tracks were out of 
view beneath the recent heavy fall of snow. 
On the contrary, i had been moved 
from ite ‘fdpmer position close by 
and planted firmly on the track 
by the Cheltenham Improvement company 
and the Rocky Point Land Association Sat- 
urday night, The reason for so doing was 
that the real estate owners claim that the rail- 
road.company has no right-of-way for its 
that no cars 
should -run thereon until their claims were 
on by the railroad company and paid 

or. , 

Throw the Building Into a Ditch. 

But little things like real estate offices and 
a barricade of fence work dre not considered 
much ofan obstruction on a railroad track, 
and the company quickly set about having the 
way cleared for the cars. Within a short 
time there were three carloads of employés 
from the railroad company’s shops on 
hand to remove the office and do away with 
any interference on the part of the real estate 
men. : 
The latter were as determined that the office 
should not be moved. The office belonged to 
the Rocky Point Land Association, of which 
A. B. Meeker is President. Mr. Meeker with 
a few of his agents and clerks took possession 
of the little building and announced their in- 
tention to defend it against all comers. 

But they were only a handful against the 
couple of hundred railroad men, led by Supt. 
W. E. Hansen, who swarmed against the 
fence, tearing it in pieces in a few minutes, 
and seizing the balding they prepared to 
tumble it with all its occupants into the field 
beside the track. The holdersof the fort were 
glad to evacuate from the beseiged building 
and escape with their lives. Then the build- 
ing was thrown into the ditch, 

The defeated landowners retired to lean 
against lampposts and fences, and the electric 
cars buzzed along serenely over tue disputed 
track toward Rocky Point.

D. 1893, Langley, an American, first success- 
fully demonstrated mechanical flight.” 


Prof. Langley’s Life Sketched. 


Samuel Pierpont Langley was born in Rox- 
bury, Boston, Mass., Aug, 22,1834. He was 
graduated at the Boston Latin School, and 
then turned his attention to civil engineering, 
after which he was occupiéd with the practice 
of architecture. As a boy he showed a de- 
cided fondness for astronomy, not only read- 
ing books on that science, but aiso experi- 
menting and making small telescopes for his 
own use. In 1865, after spending two years in 
Europe, he returned and became for a short 
time an assistant in the Harvard Observatory, 
and he was then called to a chair of mathe- 
matics in the United States Naval Academy at 
Annapolis. In 1867 he was invited to take the 
professorship of astronomy in the Weat- 
ern University of Pennsylvania in 
Pittsburg, with charge of the ob- 
servatory in Aliegheny City. In January,

with the establishment of a complete time 
service, then a novel feature, which has since 
been so widely copied, The preseat extended 
systematic distribution of time began then at 
Pittsburg. Prof. Langley accompanied the 
parties sent out by the United States coast 
survey to observe the total eclipses of 
1869 and 1870, being sent during the for- 
mer year to Oakland, Ky., and during the 
latter to Xeres, Spain. He also observed the 
solar-eclipse of 1878 from Pike’s Peak. In 
1870 he began his series of brilliant researches 
on the sun which have since led to his being 
recognized as one,of the foremost authorities 
on that body. His first paper was on the 
structure of the atmosphere and included a 
plate giving the most detailed representation 
of asun spot that had appeared up to that 
time. This he followed with a study of the 
heat of the solar surface by means of the ther- 
mopile. Heshowed among his conclusions 
that the direct effect of sun spots on the 
terrestial temperatures is sensibie. Finding 
that the thermopile was not sufficiently sensi- 
tive for his work he invented the bolometer, 
with which exceedingly delicate measurements 
of heat were made. Hé spent the winter of 
1878-’79 on Mount tna in Sicily, obtaining 
excellent results. In 1881 he organized an 
expedition which was fitted out at the cost ofa 
citizen of Pittsburg, but ander the auspices of 
the United States signal service, and went to 


where he made important observations on 
solar heat and its absorption by the earth’s 
atmosphere. 

In 1885 he was invited to lecture at the 
Royal Institution, London, and there gave an 
account of the novel results he had-obtained 
on Mount Whitney. His scientific papers have 
been very numerous and include more than 
fifty important titles. Of these, aside from 
those of directly scientific value, the most in- 
teresting are a series of popular expositions 
entitled “‘The New Astronomy ”’ that he con- 
tributed to the Century Magazine. Prof. 
Langley has delivered courses “uf lectures be- 
fore the Lowell and Peabody institution, and 
in 1882 was invited to address the British As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science at 
Southampton. He has received the degree of 
Ph. D. from the Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology, and that of D. from the 
Universities of Wisconsin and Michigan 
and from Harvard. In 1886 he received the 
first Draper medal awarded by the National 
Academy of Sciences for his work on astro- 
nomical physics. During the year 1887 he re- 
ceived ‘the Rumford medal from the Royai 
Society, London, and also the Rumford medal 
from the American Academy of and 
Sciences, two distinct foundations, whose 
awards were conferred independently. Prof, 
Langley is a member of numerous foreign 

American scientific societies. In 1876 he 
was elected to the National Avademy of 
Sciences. In 1878 he was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the American Association for the Ad. 
vancement of Science, delivering his retiring 
address at the Saratoga meeting, and in 1886 
he was elected President of that association, 
presiding over the deliberations of its New 
York meeting in August, 1887,

PRESIDENT LINCOLN’S PEW. 
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It Is Likely to Become a Mecca for Amer- 

ican Presbyterians. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Maroh 12.—[Special. ]— 
For ten years the pew in which President Lin- 
coln sat and worshiped in this city, and which 
Buchanan occupied before the great Ilii- 
noisan, has been hidden from public gaze, 
confined in one of the Bible class rooms in 
the Sunday-school of the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. It will shortly be re- 
placed in its former position and stand, un- 
adorned save by a tablet, an ancient among 
pews of modern architecture. Upon coming 
to Washington in 1861 President Lincoln 
sought the advice of one of his Cabi- 
net upon the subject of a _ suitable 
“church home” for himself and family. 
“IT wish to find a church,” he said, “ whose 
clergyman holds himself aloof from politics.’’ 
That he found such a church with such a cler- 
gyman is shown by his constant attendance at 
the New York Avenue Church, This sacred 
edifice is eminent among the places of wor- 
ship in the union as having had among its 

ewholders many Presidents of the United 

tates, and also by reason of the high charac- 
ter and oratcrical powers of its several pas- 
tors. It.sprang into existence in 1859 from the 
union of the Second Presbyterian Church with 

“* The F Street Church.” The Rev. Phineas 

D. Gurley, known throughout the land as 

“Mr. Lincoln’s pastor,”’ was called to the 

present church immediately upon the union 
tioned, and continued as its beloved and 

honored pastor until his demise, Sept. 30, 1868. 

A most cordial and fmendly intimacy ri- 
pened between President and pastor, and con- 
tinued, Dr. Gurley being a frequent aud wel- 
come guest atthe White House. Upon the 
death of ** Willie”? Lincoln (William Wallace 
Lincoln, the President’s son), Feb. 4, 1862, 
Dr. Garley delivered one of: his most 
pathetic funeral orations—for which he 
was noted. services were held at 
the White House. At the time Lincoin lay 
dying in the house on Tenth street Dr. Gurley 
was with him, and after death preached the 
funeral sermon, accompanying thereafter the 
body to Springfield, Ill., and there closing a 
series of sermons. 

When the question arose as to the advis- 
ability of replacing President Lincoln’s pew 
in its original-form, in the main auditorium, 
it was hinted that in the present reformed and 
remodeled room the pew would appear at a 
disadvantage. A suggestion was made that 
the platform upon which the pulpit or desk 
stands would be the likeliest place for it. At 
= point Dr. Bartlett, the present pastor, 
said: 

As ‘to placing this pew upon the platform I 
would gladly welcome it there. It would be to 
me an inspiration. Thereisno greater religious 
relic in the world and no greater relic anywhere 
than this pew where Abraham Lincoln sat to 
worship God, Wereit made of dirt or mud I 
would rather sit in it than another of pure gold. 
It will be a Mecca for Presbyterians and an edn- 
cation in patriotism for our children and our 
chiidren’s children. If the Commissioners of the 
World’s Fair were aware of the existence of such 
a relic they would offer a fabulous price for it. 

At the conclusion of Dr, Bartlett’s remarks 
the trustees of the church were directed to re- 
move one of the pews in the body of the church 
and place 1n its old home the pew hereafter to 
be known as *‘ The Pastor’s Pew,” and upon 
which a silver tablet will be placed with the 
inscription: 

: THIS PEW WAS OCCUPIED BY ABRAHAM LIN- : 
COLN WHEN PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

The pew is of old-fashioned, uncomfortable 
shape, Unlike w once occupied by 
George Washington; .it- has a low, leanmng 
back. The end of the seat. at tne aizle is low, 
and has no goo@ support for the arm. The 
inner end touehes the partition separating 
pews of the aisle opposite. Owing to its con- 
struction President Lincolh seemed to be 
always ill at ease, finding much apparent dif- 
ficulty in accommodating his tall fraine to its 
meager proportions. 


WILSON TO BE PROVIDED FOR. 


Friend of the Cleveland Family to Be As- 
sistant Secretary of War. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 12.—[ Special. ]— 
The politicians will probably be given an- 
other pang of disappointment when the As- 
sistant Secretary of War is appointed, It is 
learned today that the name of Mr. A. A. 
Wilson, an intimate friend of the Cleveland 
family, and Marshal of the District of Colum- 
bia under the last Democrativ administration, 
is bemg seriously considered in connection 
with this position. This is not the name Col. 
Lamont had in mind a few days ago when it 
was anpounced that he had selected a young 
lawyer of hustling qualities as his as- 
sistant. Marshal Wilson is a new 
candidate. It is only within the 
last few Gays’ that the President and Col. 
Lamont have learned that their old friend 
would like this appointment, and it is under- 
atood now that Col. Lamont is wiliing to pro- 
vide for his young lawyer protégé ia some 
other direction in order to please thé Presi- 
dent and at the same time to avail himself of 
the services of Mr. Wilson, for whom he has 
aiways had the highest regard. Mr. Wilson 
is a Democrat, but he 1s a District Democrat, 
and they don’t count for much in the eyes of 
the political workers. Besides he is an ex- 
officeholder, and it was said that this class 
was to be turned down. 

The new Agsistant Secretary of the Navy 
will be appointed during the present week. 
There is little doubt that ex-Congressman Mc- 
Adoo will get this billet. 
about his appointment is in consequence of 
some opposition which developed from some 
of his New Jersey friends, who objected to his 
appointment being accredited to the State of 
New Jersey when he has identified himself so 
closely with New York City.

Details on Special Duty. 

Wasnrneaton, JD. C., March 12.—|[ Special. |— 
The present indications are that the new head 
of the War Department will not be very lib- 
eral in approving applications of afmy officers 
for pleasant details on special duty. This is 
notably the case with assignments for duty in 
connection with the World’s Fair. Upto the 
time that Mr. Elkins turned over the War De- 
partment to Col. Lamont twenty-eight officers 
in all had received orders for this desirable 
duty and there were a number of other appli- 
cations which were on the verge of 
receiving approval when the administration 
changed hands.

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LEGISLATION FOR THE NAVY, 


Some Interesting Provisions Ingrafted in 
the Appropriation Act. 

Wasurnetor, D. C., March 12,— [Special. ]— 
While practically all the special and general 
measures affecting the naval establishment 
failed with the session, an examination of the 
naval appropriation act, which has just come 
from the Public Printer, shows that a num- 
ber of items of special legislation desired by 
the department are included. Provision is 
made to increase the efficiency of the enlisted 
force in several directions. The number 
of enlisted men is increased by 750 ap- 
prentice boys, bringing the total quota 
up to 9,000. This, while not a very material 
increase, will go far toward completing the 
vrews of the new ships. Provision is also 
made to permit enlisted meh to purchase their 
discharge in the same manner as was pro- 
vided for the army two years ago. The effect 
of this will be, if the representatives of the de- 
partment prove correct, materially to reduce 
the number of desertions. It will also save 
the department from the annoying appeals of 
the influential friends of disappointed sailors 
tor their discharge in the way of favor. Here-

Another item allows graduates of the Naval 
Academy the pay of the grades to which they 
may be assigned from the time they leave the 
academy. instead of waiting until their com- 
missions are issued to them. 

Four new ships are authorized by the new 
act; three of these are to be light-draft pro- 
tected gunboats of about 1,200 tons displace- 
ment and one a submarine torpedo boat. 
The department is already discussing plans 
for these ships. It is understood that a 
circular. will shortly be issued inviting in- 
ventors to submit plans for the submarine 
boat and offering a reward for the 
best design. The plans for the gunboats 
will be designed by the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs and Steam Engineering. The | 
speed is not stipulated, that matter being left 
to the discretion of the,Secretary of the Navy.

Misunderstanding Touching the Terms of 
the Act Cleared Away.

vision of the Indian appropriation bill passed, 
The original contract negotiated by the com- 
mission with the Cherokees was modified 
somewhat. The President is to open the lands 
by proclamation after the Cherokee nation ac-. 
cepts the modification of the contract. The 
modifications were in the nature of a limit on 
the sum to be immediately paid to the Indi- 
ans. There was also a material change 
in relation to the payment of the money in in- 
staliments. What is called the deferred pay- 
ments begin in 1895 and end in 1899. The 
Cherokees will get for the 6,000,000 acres in 
the strip about $8,500,000. The settlers will

the world,”’ is to be filled this week by the 
votes of the representatives of the sovereign 
States of the Union. Under the rule of the 
Senate Gen. Charlies F. Manderson of Ne- 
braska is still thé President pro tempore by 
reason of his election to that office during the 
preceding Congress, and he will continue to 
be the President pro tempore until the Sen- 
ate by positive action displaces him or elects 
anuther person to fill the office.

FAVOR A REMOVAL OF THE CAPITAL. 


California’s Legislature’ Will Submit a Con- 
stitutional Amendment. 

Sacramznto, Cal., March 12.—The State 
Legis!ature has passed through both houses a 
resolution to submit to the people a constitu- 
tional amendment removing the capital to 
San José, providing the latter city shall deed 
to the State ten acres of land and give a bonus 
of $1,000,000. The action, though hasty, ap- 
pears to have been in earnest.

UNCLE SAM’S FUNDS. 


HE NEEDS A BILLION DOLLARS YEAR- 
LY FOR EXPENSES. 


Growth of the Country Is Such That Ap- 
propriations Must Keep Pace with Na- 
tional Expansion—Analysis by Senator 
Allison of the Appropriations Made by 
the Last Two Congresses-The Great 
Increase Is in Pensions—He Doesn’t 
Expect a Deficiency in July, 1894. 

Wasurxerton, D. C., March 12.—[Special. |- 

Chairman Allison of the Senate Appropriafon 

committee agrees with ex-Secretary Charles 

Foster that this is a billion dollar country. 

At least he does not see how Congress can 

help appropriating that amount for some 

years tocome.

Chairman Allison was discussing the com- 
parisgns of appropriations of the Pifty-first 
Con with those of the Fifty-setond. He 
was not looking at them in any partisan light, 
but was viewmg the whole subject from his 
point of advantage as the head of the Appro- 
priations committee. He was asked what the 
increase was in the present Congress over its 
predecessor and how he accounted for it. Aft- 
er making the above statement he went into 
the matter more in detail, taking as his text 
the table of appropriations for the two Con- 
gresses prepared by the clerk of the Senate 
committee. The table has been heretofore 
given, but it will bear repetition for the sake 
of its analysis by the Iowa Senator( It 1s as

“This shows,” said Senator Allison, “an ag- 
gregate increase of the Fifty-second, as com- 
pared with the Fifty-first Congress, of $33,- 
404,866. It is made up chiefly py increase in 
appropriations for pensions. Of the $77,327,- 
196 deficiencies in the Fifty-first Congress 
$54,657,505 was for pensions, Of deficiencies 
in the Fifty-second Congress $21,824,056 was 
for pensions, so that the total for pensions in 
the Fifty-first Congress was $288,329,751 and 
in the Fifty-second $335,092,756, or an in- 
crease of $46,763,005 pensions in the Fifty- 
second as compared with the Fifty-first. 
There was increase in appropriations for the 
postal service in the last two years of $14,000,- 
000 in round numbers. This measures really 
the growth and developmnent of the country 
from year to year, the increase being constant. 

“There was an increase in rivera and har- 
bors of about $10,000,000 and a diminution of 
nearly that sum for public buildings, as only 
one or two public buildings were authorized 
by the Fifty-second Congress. There was a 
diminution of ten millions nearly in appro- 
priations for the navy. The appropria- 
tions for the Fifty-first Congress remain- 
ing largely unexpended were used during the 
last year, enabling the department to continue 
the work without asking large appropriations 
during the Fifty-second Congress. The 
changes here noted cover all the material 
changes, either as respects increases or de- 
creases in items of appropriations. For the 
ordinary current expenditures of the public 
service, not eapecially noted above, the appro-

‘** Are the appropriations likely to diminish 
or increase in the next few years?”’ 

**Certain appropriations must increase from 
year to year, such as expenses for the courts, 
tor the postal service, and for pensions for 
two or three years longer, when they are like- 
ly to diminish. Some will remain stationary. 
Others, such as the rivers and harbors, public 
buildings, fortifications, and the navy, may 
some years be increased and again diminished, 
depending upon the judgment of each Con- 
gress dealing with these questions and the 
emergencies that may arise from time to time. 
Old appropriations exhaust themselves, such 
as the refunding of the direct tax. New ones 
appear such as thuse for the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition.” 

Some Exceptional Cases. 

The Senator continued: *“‘Many of these 
appropriations made in one year are not ex- 
pended for several years, .This is true of 
those for public buildings, for lighthouses, for 
rivers and harbors, and so on; but, taking one 
year with another, the amount appropriated 
fairly represents the annual expenditure of 
this class of appropriations within a reasona- 
ble limit, which is within the discretion of the 
head of the department having charge of the 
expenditure.” 

**What were the appropriations at the first 
session of the Fifty-second Congress and at 
the last session, stated separately ?’’ 

“For the first session ,600,188; for the 
last session, $519,221,861.” 

** On this showing, will there not be a defi- 
“ry of a considerable amount?” 

‘** You willsee in the table that in appro- 
priations for the current and next fiscal year 
are included what are called permanent an- 
nua! appropriations for this year, $121,863, 880, 
and for 1894 $115,468,273, of which for each 
year there is estimated for the sinking fund 
in round numbers $48,600,000. In addition to 
this there is $1,750,000 for Pacific railroads. 
The last sum is bookkeeping, no money being 
required, so that there should be deducted 
from $519,221,861 in round numbers $50,000,- 
000, leaving the sum of $469,221,861. The sink- 
ing fund always has been and always will be 
the application of surplus revenues, and is 
not compulsory, there bemg in that fund 
more than $900,000,000 beyond its. uire- 
ments under the statute of 1862 creating it, so 
that there is no obligation to apply one dollar 
to that fund durimg the year, especially so as 
4 per cent bonds must be purchased at a large 
premium to meet it. The estimated current 
revenues for 1894 are $490,129,865. There will 
be a surplus of at least $20,000,000 on the first 
of July next.

FATHER DONOHUE OF THE. DIOGESE 
OF CHICAGO PASSES AWAY. 


to Chicago in 1847—Beginning His 
Work at Once, He Was Associated with 
the Development of Church Work Here 
~Distinguished Men Who Were His 
Pupils in His Parish School—Death of 
Ex-Treasurer James W. Hyatt. 


The Rev. Father Michael Donohue, pastor 
of St. Mary’s Church, Evanston, Rural Dean 
of the Diocese of Chicago and a pioneer of 
Cook County, died at his home, No. 729 Lake 
street, Evanston, yesterday afternoon at 3 
o’clock. For nearly six years he had been 
suffering with dropsy, the diseuse which 
finally terminated his life, and failed so rap- 
idly during the last few weeks of his iliness 
that his friends did not need the counsel 
of a physician to know that the end was draw- 
ingnear. The reverend father died peacefully 
and quietly in the presence of a number of 
his Catholic friends and brother priests. 


[Father Donobue was born at Tulla, County 
Carlo, Ireland, 1817. From early boyhood, when 
he began to form plans for his life work, he had 
but one idea, that of the priesthood, and, although 
he was not ordained until he was 30 years of age, 
he aare his whole time previous to to a thor- 
ough preparation for his vocation. After ing 
through the common school he anteved Casio 
College in the county in which he was borp, where 
he received a thorough pproparetesy education, 
after which he entered nooth University and 
graduated with honors. When young his health 
was pour and he resolved te emigrate to America 
in search of a more healthful climate. After

He Was Secretary of State of Illinois from 
1856 to 1864,

Ozias M. Hatch died at noon today at his 
home in this city. Although he had long been 
in feeble health, his death was unexpected and 
came after a briefillness. With the exception 
of Gen. Allan C. Fuller of Belvidere Mr, 
Hatch was the last survivor of the men who 
became famous in the administration of State 
offices during the troublous period of the Civil 
War.

JAMES W. HYATT PASSES AWAY, 


He Was Treasurer of the United. States 
During Cleveland’s Administration. 


Norwatx, Conn., March 12.—[Special.]— 
James William Hyatt died at3 o’clock this 
afternoon at his residence.

vr other provisions sold or offered to be sold. 
A country member, ignorant of city ways in 
business, and told they are mostly fraudulent, 
might be pardoned for wanting to upset and 
prevent something he does not understand. 
But a like apology cannot be offered for the 
résident of a big city who poses before the 
people as sufficiently intelligext to be able to 
represent them in the councils of the State, 
So it is fair to ask who is behind Mr. Kent in 
this movement to make people return to old- 
fashioned methods of trading in produce. Is 
the bill instigated by some sand bagging clique 
working in the interest of the bucket shops? 


THE SOUTH TOWN OFFICES. 

Though the primary election law has by no 
means done all that was expected of it, yet it 
is certainly a vast improvement on the old 
system. How vast can be seen by comparing 
the primaries for the Democratic city conven- 
tion with, those held Friday for the Democratic 
South wn convention. The former, held 
under tHe primary law, were by no means free 
from fraud, but they were orderly. Each ward 
was divided into a numberof primary dis- 
tricts, and in most of them there was mot 
much that could be objected to. The South 
Town primaries were held under the old free- 
for-ail system. There was but one voting 
place in each big ward. It is doubtful if there 
was an attempt at honestyin one of them. 
One of the Sixth Ward judges had to be 
rescued by asquad of police officers froma 
howling mob of 400 infuriated Democrats who 
wanted to lynchhim. Everything went off 
in the riotous fraudulent fashion of the good 
old times. 
The convention which was held on the fol- 
lowing day behaved as might have been ex- 
pected. Proceedings wound up in a free 
fight between contesting delegates, and the 
police had to be called into prevent blood- 
shed. No more disgraceful political gather- 
ing ever was held in the South Town. Per- 
haps the bitterness of the contest was due to 
the fact that the offices for which nominations 
were to bo made never were of as much value 
as now. 

This convention, which will resume rioting 
today, was called for the purpose of nominat- 
ing candidates for Collector, Assessor, Super- 
visor, and Clerk. The last two offices are not 
of much importance. The Collector can make 
a good deal of money by hanging on to the 
taxes and pocketing the interest on 
them. This has béen a very profitable 
position. It is not as important, how- 
ever, as that of. Assessor. Two-fifths in 
value of the real estate and five-sevenths of 
the personal property of the city are within 
the boundaries of the South Town. Itincludes 
the business district with its costly buildings. 
It takes in the great wholesale and retail 
houses with their immense stocks of goods. 
The person who assesses that property ought 
to have special qualifications for the position. 
The revenues cf the city largely depend on 
the manner in which he does his work. He 
has great power and is practically uncon- 
trolled in the exercise of it. 

It is a bad sign that the local leaders of the 
Democracy, discarding the honest methods of 
putting candidates in the field, should go back 
to the old-fashioned, corrupt, and turbulent 
ones. What citizen can place any confidence 
in the nominees of such a convention as the 
one which met day before yesterday? If 
those leaders had wanted reputable candidates 
they would have made provision for the selec- 
tion of reputable delegates. They seem to be 
desirous to go back to the days of Ed Phillips 
and *“* Ky Dang”’ Evans. 

The Democratic South Town ward bosses 
evidently aim at puttingin the field a ticket 
which will appeal to the lowest and most de- 
graded class of South Town voters. The hope 
of the decent citizens, then, is in the Repub- 
lican party, and it must show itself equal to 
the emergency. , It must nominate candidates 
who will have the respect and confidence of 
the takpayers. It must nominate for Collect- 
or a man who will pledge himself to take only 
the pay the law allows him and to turn over to 
the town all the emoluments of the office. It 
must put up for Assessor a man whose honesty 
and capacity are beyond question. 

If. that is done the Democratic candidates 
will be beaten. If the party allows itself to be

lican success. The taxpayers do not want the 
toughs of that party any more than they do of 
the wother.

* “TRUST” DEPRECIATION. 

The New York Bulletin figures out that 

since the close of last December there has been 
a shrinkage of $64,200,000 in the selling values 
of the stocks and “‘ securities” of the trusts 
indicated by the words Reading, sugar, cord. 
age, lead, and whisky. Their total issues of 
$302,412,000 have shrunk 21 per cent in little 
more than two inonths. Monetary considera- 
tions arising from bad financial legislation 
may be credited with much of the recent 
liquidation on the New York Stock Exchange, 
but it cannot be denied that other causes were 
at work, and they would appear to have been 
much more powerful than the merely general 
condition of the money market in forcing the 
break. Each of the consolidations indicated 
was formed for the extorting of unreasonable 
profits, and the power gained was used for 
that purpose. Those forced profits have been 
used to mark up and sell enormous aggrega- 
tions of heavily-watered stocks. The result 
was a period of most unwholesome specula- 
taon, ruinous for outsiders and utterly uf- 
scrupulous on the part of holders. It required 
little business acumen to understand that in- 
vestments of this character, so exposed to 
wholesale reduction of profits by increasing 
the temptations to new competition, cauld 
never be classed as substantial, The only 
purchasers for these “properties ”’ were the 
professional speculators and the dupes, The 
banks consistently discriminated — against 
them and with the first serious pinch in 
money they crumbled like castles built with 
cards in the nursery. 

These facts present a timely lesson for those 
who are plagued with the monopoly instinct, 
and fancy that to follow its promptings will 
be to travel a royal road to Stiecess. The 


monopoly plan in business is not a sound one, 


run by third-rate, intriguing politicians, whose. 


seats and caused its defeat on other occasions,.” 
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and therefore is not safe as an investment, as 
* many of those who pat their money into the 
trusts named have found to their cost. De- 
fiance of the natural laws of competition, 
- which is the underlying principle of the trust, 
may flourish for a time, but is almost sure to 
work destruction to the one who confides in 
it, the process being akin to that of damming 
up the waters of a stream to the point at 
which they burst the barrier and sweep it 
away before the surging flood. “It may be 
well to legisiate against the trusts and their 
methods, for that increases the difficulty of 
operating these mean devices against the good 
of the public. But it is not impossible the cure 
for the monster evil will be found to come 
from within, hke one of those excrescences 
on the human frame which grow till the con- 
taining integument is disrupted by the strain. 
It is not probable that the trusts named will 
again be favorites with the investing public, 
and it may be that their experience will deter 
others who are that way disposed from follow- 
ing the bad example, 


WHAT WILL THE COST BE! 

There is before the Legisiature a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the estab- 
lishment in cities and incorporated towns of 
more than 50,000 inhabitants of “‘a conven- 


piace of the present Justices of the Peace. 
These courts are to have “the same jurisdic- 
tion and powers as Justices of the Peace, and 
such further jurisdiction and powers as may 
be prescribed by the General Assembly.” 
The Judges and clerks are to be appointed or 
elected in such manner and for such terms as 
the General Assembly may provide. All sala- 
ries are to be fixed by the Legislature and to be 
paid out of the City or Town Treasury. The 
fees collected by these courts are to be paid 
over to the City or Town Treasurer. Provision 
is made tor a high constable, to be elected or 
appointed as the Legislature may see fit, who 
is authorized to appoint deputies. 

It would be well to form some idea what 
this new system will cost before submitting it 
to the people. It will be seen that there is no 
limit on the number of thege new, expensive 
courts which the Legislature may establish. 
The Chicago politicians ana lawyers clamor- 
ous for the creation of new offices will insist 
on one for about every ward. They will ‘de- 
mand also that the Judges, and clerks, and 
deputy constables shall be paid big salaries. 
The city, which will have to provide court- 
rooms and furniture for all these new Judges, 
will have to pay those salaries. It is true that 
whatever fees are collected will be paid into 
its Treasury, but the Legislature will not 
raise those fees so as to make them cover the 
expenses. The present Justice of the Peace 
system costs the city next to nothing. The one 
recommended for adoption would saddle it 
with a heavy and growing tax. 

The constitutional amendment reserves to 
the General Assembly the authority to add to 
the jurisdiction and powers of these District 
Courts. No sooner will these new Judges be 
instailed than they will be anxivtss to do what 


good Judge—to widen their jurisdiction. 
They will not be satisfied to aischarge the 
petty duties of common Justices of the Peace, 
but will want to:be put on about tne same 
footing as their elder brothers of the Circuit 
or Superior Court. They will want more 
power and more pay, and will get both. The 
defects of the judicial system of the State will 
be added to by the intrusion of this new set 
of courts. 

If the new Judges were to be elected the 
men chosen would not be as good as those 
who now serve in the Superior and Circuit 
Courts. Being paid iess and having inferior 
rank they would be inferior men. Cheap po- 
litical lawyers would get the places. No sys- 
tem of appointment would be devised which 
coulfi be expected to furnish better men than 
those who are selected by the Judges, ap- 
pointed by the Governor, and confirmed by 
the Senate. If the appointed District Judges 
performed their duty more acceptably than 
the present Justices it would be due simply to 
the fact that they were paid fixed salaries and 
were not allowed to pay themselves out of the 
fees. 

A lax, carelessly drawn amendment, like the 
one referred to, is full of dangers. As the 
people would not ratify it were it submitted 
to them it is useless for the Leyislature to 
waste time over it. That which should and 
can be done is to alter the present method of 
paying the Chicago Justices and free. them 
from the temptation to hunt for business in 
order to swell their fees. A notable improve- 
ment would fellow at the heels of a law which 
did that. 


THE ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 

.In the carrent number of the North Ameri- 
can Review Mr. George Ticknor Curtis dis- 
cusses the question of the constitutionality of 
the annexation of Hawaii. He maintains the 
following proposition : 

That a foreign country cannot be incorporated 
into the American Union unless two things con- 
cur: First, that the foreign country is contiguous 
to territory of the United States: second, t in 
the judgment of the people of the United States 
as represented by their government there isa 
controlling public necessity for its acquisition. 

Thege are, says Mr. Curtis, three precedents 
siiealies the acquisition of foreign country 
by treaties which were not like the one made 
with Mexico at Guadalupe-Hidalgo, the se- 
quence ofa war. Louisiana was acquired be- 
cause contiguous, and because it was neces- 
sary that the United States should control the 
mouths of the Mississippi. Texas was an- 
nexed because contiguous, and because a ma- 
jority of the people thought it necessary. 
Alaska was purchased to prevent its passing 
into the hands of any other power and to se- 
cure certain rights in tne Bering Sea. 

Then Mr. Curtis proceeds to say: 

if l am asked why there should not be a new 
precedent made which will extend the scope of 
acquiring foreign territory by treaty so as to 
make it include the acquisition of a fureign coun- 
try not contiguous tothe United States, and not 
necessary to any interest of the United States, 
my answer would be twofold; first, that the Con- 
stitution has received such an interpretation for 
a long period of time as would be entirely incon- 
sistent with the making of any such new prece- 
dent; secondly, thatif we acquire Hawaii by a 
construction of the Constitution which is con- 
trary tothe long-settled one, there will be no 
limit co future acquisitions of the same kind. 
When once the greedy appetites for more territory 
is excited it will go on, and will ‘grow by what 
it. feeds on,” 

He fears that if Hawaii is acquired numer- 
ous foreign countries in different parts of the 
gicbe will be annexed—there is little left, 
thanks to the landgrabbing habits of European 
nations—and that these American foreign pos- 
sessions will be ruled by proconsuls, ** who 
will be very useful persons in a Presidential 
election, for they will bo able to contribute to 
the purpuses of a political campaign ten tines 
as inuch money as any other class of office- 
holders all told.” 

Naturally the first territorial acquisitions of 
the United States were contiguous to it. That 
was true of Louisiana, Florida, Texas, and 
California. But auew precedent was made 
when Alaska was bought. The cunstitution- 
ality of that purchase Mr. Curtis does not dis- 
pute. He assumes that that territory was 
“contiguous” to the United States. That 
word means “touching; meeting or adjoin- 
mg at the surface or border; hence close 
together, neighboring, bordering, or ad- 
joining.”” The southernmost point of Alaska 
and the northernmost p2int of Washington 
are over 500 miles apart. A province of the 
Dominion lies between. If Mr, Curtis thinks 
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that is contiguity, he ought not to say that 
Hawaii is not contiguous to the United States 
when the dominions of no foreign power sep- 
arate them. 

The nécessity for the acquisition of Hawaii 
is a hundred times greater than that necessity 
which justified, in Mr, Curtis’ eyes, the pur- 
chase of ‘Alaska. Mr. Curtis thinks it was 
right to buy the latter, “to secure certain 
rights in the Bering Sea, especially the right 
of catching seals.”” Hawaii is needed so the 
United States may control the commerce of 
the Pacific. . 

As for Mr. Curtis’ fears that the United 
States will go largely into the aunexation 
business and his dread of the rapacity of pro- 
consuls, they are visionary. The facts which 
he himag|f gives prove the constitutionality 
of the’annexation of Hawaii, and the sooner 
t takes pla ce the better. 


SENATOR SHERMAN’S AMENDMENT. 

Senator Sherman has offered a constitu- 
tional amendment providing that the terms 
of office of the President and Vice-President 
and of the Fifty-fourth Congress shall con- 
tinue until noon of the 30th of April, 1897; 
that the Senators whose terms would expire 
on the 4th of March, 1897, shall continue in 
office until noon of the 30th of April; and that 
that time shall hereafter be substituted for 
the 4th of March as the commencement and 
tertnination of the official terms of the Presi- 
sident, Vice-President, Senators, and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress. 7 

Should this amendment be ratified by three- 
tourths of the States by March 4, 1897, Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s and Vice-President Steven- 
son’s terms will be extended nearly two 
months and the terms of the Represen‘atives 
elected in 1894 and of the Senators who go 
out in 1897 will be similarly uxtended. Mr. 
Cleveland’s friends ought to be in favor of a 
proposition which would make him the occu- 
pant of the White House for a longer period 
than any of his predecessors or successors. 

That part of this amendment which makes 
April 30 inauguration day is unexceptionable. 
It is what this paper has long advocated, The 
installing of a new President has come to be 
an eventof such national interest that if 
ought to take place when there is a chance 
Bat that portion 
of the amendment which makes April 
30 the day when one Congress ends 
and another begins is objectionable for 
the reason that it would perpetuate one 
of the grave defects of the present system. It 
is true that the short session, which 1s so short 
now as to be of little value for the transaction 
of business, would be lengthened, but the 
great objection to that session is the transac- 
tion of business by men whose successors have 
been elected and whose acts and policies may 
have been repudiated by the people. 

At presenta new House iselected in Novem- 
ber, but its official existence does not begin 
until the March following, and it generally does 
not meet until the succeeding winter, Subse- 
quent to the election of the new House and up 
to the 4th of March the old House is in session 
and legislates. It may be that an oid Con- 
gress will agree on measures which the peo- 
ple have repudiated emphatically. Senator 
Sherman’s amendwnenf would give nearly two 
months more of life to the old House. That 
would be making progress in the wrong direc- 
tion. 

State Legisiatures, chosen generally in No- 
vember, meet the following January. The 
National Legislature ought to do likewise. 
Theretore, while the Senate should approve of 
the first part of the Sherman amendment 
even if it does lengthen Mr. Cleveland’s term 
a little, it ought not to favor tite rest vf his 
plan, but modify ié so.that a.new Congress 
may meet in the January after election, 


A BASELESS ALLEGATION, 

A correspondent in Humboldt, Ia., says he 
and his fellow-advocates of cheap silver money 
demand the free coinage of silver ‘* because it 
was the money of the country for almost a 
century.’’ And he refers to the legislation of 
1873 as a “fraud ’’ which deprived the people 
oftheir rightful silver money. It is in order 
to remind the gentleman of the facts in the 
case. The published statistics show that from 
1789 to 1873, inclusive, only 8,045,838 standard 
silver dollars were coined at all the United 
States mints, while in the saine time about 
$843,000,000 in gold was coined by them. 
Nearly 105 times as much gold as silver dollars 
is a pretty conclusive argument for those who 
claim that gold and not silver constituted 
the stahdarl money of the American peo- 
ple during all those years which are pointed 
to by the silver monometallists as furnishing a 
justification for their foolish claims. The cor- 
respondent may b2 informed that during by 
far the greater part of the time the only Amer- 
ican silver that was in circulation was subsid- 
iary coin, and none too much of that. The 
other silver consisted of foreign coins, ‘ not 
legal tender, and much of it a scrubby lot. 
There were Spanish and Mexican dollars and 
German thalers, British crowns and half 
crowns, French five franc pieces, etc. The 
American silver dollar was an extreme rarity. 
Few men ever saw ove, American dollars 
were on the statute books previous to 1878, 
but practically none were in circulation, till 
after that year. The younger people cannot 
b#ex pected to remember these facts, and some 
of the older ones have forgotten them, while 
the free silverites do not want to know them. 

What is the use of pettifogging talk about 
** the money of the people ’’ having been dis- 
carded by the act of 1873? The money of the 
people, indeed! Have the advocates of a re- 
turn to the old-time conditions any idea what 
they are talking about? Do not they know 
that previous to the war the great majority of 
the people alternated between the use of bank 
bilis, the values of most of which were prob- 
lematical, and the use of very little money, 
most of the mercantile operations under the 
latter phase being effected by means of bar- 
ter? Not till after the “ resumption” of 
specie payments in 1879 did. either silver or 
gold money circulate freely in the hands 
of the people of tho United States, 
but the gold was more plentiful than 
any silver that was legally current. The much 
denounced act of 1873 did but take legal cog- 
nizance of a well established fact in regard to 
the relative standing of gold and silver in the 
commercial world, and, wuatever were the cir- 
cumstances, there is no use in finding fault 
with it now. The commercial world has de- 
liberately adopted a gold standard for its 
moneys, and 1s more in favor of that standard 
now than ever before. To yield to the demand 
for free coinage of silver at a theoretical value 
more than 50 per cent above its real value 
would be one of the most unwise and suicidal 
acts the American Government could be 
guiltyof,

New York Commercial: Mr. Cleveland is given 
to withdrawing treaties. He had not been in 
office a week in his previous administra tion be- 
fore he called back the Spanish reciprocity and 
Nicaraguan convefitions, and the obtaining of de- 
sirable concessions was thereby delayed. The 
new turn in Hawaiian matters is a fresh reminder 
that the Nation’s interests have passed from con- 
servative, trained, and modest hands to the perii- 
ous keeping of conceited inexperience and human 
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author, while he has made excellent use of scenic 
effect, shows himself to be remarkably crude in the 
reprodaction of character. With perhaps three or 
four exceptions, the individuals which he presents 
could exist nowhere excevt on the stage in a war 
melodrama, and are impelled by anything but 
natural motive. To cause the Southern sweet- 
heart of a Northern Colonel to put on the gray 
uniform of the South and shoulder a musket to 
stand guard while her lover escapes from prison 
is a pretty piece of sentiment, bat when the un- 
natural circumstance is made to happen in the 
yard of Libby Prison during the war of the Re- 
bellion it becomes indicrous. The effect of such 
a situation appealed too strongly to the humor- 
ous side of the critical occupants of the third 
gallery and it succeeded in calHing out a liberal 
shower of remarks that smacked of anything but 
approbation, 

The first two acts, which are laid on an estate 
in Southern Virginia, are the best of the piay. 
The introduction ef troops—so frequently puerile 
in their conception and effect—is admirably and 
realistically accomplished. A United States tel- 
egraph corps, establishing line communication to 
Washington and stained with the grime and dust 
of work and travel, is admirably introduced. 
From this point the play becomes a most unwar- 
like war play. It is in the first two acts 
that the author has begun a _ (ilove 
story so requiring that he has been 
forced to sacrifice the remainder of his play to 
develop it and bring it to the usual satisfactory 
ending. Col. Ezra Mason, a Union officer in love 
with Clairette Monteith, incurs the jealousy of a 
fire-eating cousin, Capt. le Viscomte Sevarie de 
Perrin, whom the fancy of the gathor bas made 
an officer the French { army, and by 
his plotting is thrust into Libby Prison. 
To keep him there the Viscomte de 
Perrin abandons regimentals of France and 
next appears as an o r in charge of the prison. 
He intercepts orders for the exchange of his rival 
and finally ends by shooting the object of his 
fruitless love while mistaking her for a Union 
prisoner in the act of escaping, not, however, un- 
til after she has freed the dashing Northern offi- 
cer. From this point the story can easily be 
worked out. 

Miss Fannie Gillette, who has met with consid- 
erable success in her profession in former years,. 
enacts the character of the Southern girl with 
much dash and considerable charm, while Mr. 
Edward R. Mawson is the Northern officer. He 
had the sympathy of his audience, and his work 
was as positive as the overdrawn part would ad- 
mit. 

Mr. Ernest A. Foster seemed impressed with 
the villainy of the French officer and his per- 
formance of the part was alittle more than ex- 
aggeration. Asasurgeonin the United States 
Army Mr. J. P. Keefe, a Chicago actor, offered the 
most natural character sketch which the play 
affords. Miss Kate Ocesterle appeared as 
Margaretta Wyeth, who meets her fate in the 
doughty surgeon. She invested considerable 
humor in the part. Miss Jennie Whitbeck played 
the role of Joan Fitzhugh with grace. The other 


characters had little to do. © 
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Mr. James O’Neill looked as young, as 
handsome, and as romantic asin the old days of 
the stock company, when he appeared at Hooley’s 
last night in “ Fontenelle,” a play which he hopes 
to be a substitute for ** Monte Uristo,.”’ The work 
is adapted from the-French by Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
rison Gray Fiske of New York. (Mrs. Fiske was 
kuown on the boards as Miss Minnie Maddern.) 

It is hardly possible for any author to equal 
the charm of the unrivaled story of the elder 
Dumas; and itis not surprising that “ Fonte- 
nelle”’ must share the fate of other dramas that 
have challeaged ** Monte Cristo."’ The scene is 
pitched in the time of Louis XV. The aristocratic 
hero isintrusted with carrying a priceless gem 
(like Anne of Austria’s diamonds) from England to 
France, In an inn on the Breton coast he is 
drugged and robbed after the immemorial imelo- 
dramatic fashion. Thereis one qualifying cir- 
cumstance, that the priceless gem is appropriated 
by a mysterious young woman, who disappears 
into the gloom of the tempest. 

The first act is stirring in action from the rise 
to the fall of the curtain. Thereis a lull, how- 
ever, in the second act, which takes place before 
the Hotel de Fontenelle at Versailles. The 
plot at this point suffers from stagnation. The 
heroine is found lodged in the mansion of the Fon- 
tenelles, although she and the hero seem to have 
forgotten that they met at the ihn on the Breton 
coast. The gitl has kept the invaluable diamond 
and is about to restore it to the hero, who wishes 
to marry her without le her antecedents, 
when she finds that for the second time it is 
stolen. The hero swears an oath to heaven that 
he will track the thief to his lair and with this 
declaration the act ands. 

There are two other acts in which this diamond, 
valued at 3,000,000 francs, changes ownership sev- 
eral times, but it is finally recovered by the 
Chevalier and restored to the French Govern- 
ment. De Fontenelle regains his forfeited honor 
and marries the blonde girl, who turns out, as the 
spectator always suspected, to be of noble birth. 

There is not much suspense in the structure of 
the plot, and the second defect is a lack of femi- 
nine interest. The play, however, is brightly and 
cleverly enacted. Mr. O’Neill makes the most of 
the principal figure, but his spirit cannot give 
freshness to the situations. Miss Florence Bran- 
don asthe heroine has youth and a pretty fig- 
ure, but tacks presence and distinction. 
The actor who personated Louis XV. is not 
versed in the manners of the House of Bourbon. 
How to get tipsy in a royal style is a mystery that 
he has not fathomed. The part of the Pompadour 
fell to Miss Emma Forsythe, who was modestly 
inadequate to the role. Mr. Howard Gould was 
sufficiently ferocious as the rascally brigand, Bos- 
ecard. The play was carefully and tastefully 
staged, and if produceda few years ago, when 
romantic dramas were in favor, it would be as- 
sured a success, which one fears to predict for it 
under exsisting conditions. 
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“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” began the week at the 
Clark Street Theater yesterday with numericaily 
strong reinforcements of jubilee singers, planta- 
tion hands, bloodhounds, and the usual adjuncts 
of the play. Harriet Beecher Stowe, its famous 
author, would be chagrined, no doubt, were she 
to know that her immortal work was used as a 
medium for making good-natured jests at the ex- 
pense of Chicago ward politicians. So much, 
however, has come to be introduced into that 
long-suffering play that the public may expect 
almost anything. To the credit of the production 
it may be said that no attempt was made at in- 
troducitig two Topsies or two Markses, while the 
plantation songs were well upto the average. A 
fair presentation of the play was afforded to the 
audience, which completely filled the theater and 
applauded as enthusiastically as if * Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” was being given for the first time. Wili- 
iam A. Paul was Uncle Tom, Miss Bellé Tuttle 
was Topsy, G. 5.

THEY ARE ARDENT FOR ANNEXATION. 


Hawaiian Commissioners Not Discouraged 
by Withdrawal of the Treaty. 

New Yor, March 12.—Charies L. Carter of 
the Hawaiian Annexation Commission, who 
has been in Washington lately, spent Sunday 
in New York. He said he was not a bit dis- 
couraged by the withdrawal of the treaty, and 
was confident that the negotiations now in 
progress would result in annexation. Asked 
what he thought of the deposed Queen’s state- 
ment published last Friday he said: 

“So far as it refers to Minister Stevens it is 
absolutely false, He has not been unfnendly 
to or tried to embarrass the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment. On the other hand, his conduct has 
been unusually courteous towards the Queen 
and her representatives.’’ 

** Do you favor the appointment of a com- 

awaiian affairs?’ 


**I no not think it would be advisable to 
send a commission to Hawaii now. It would 
only delay our negotiations.” 

** Are you in tavor of the establishment of a 
protectorate?” 

“Ido not see how such a policy would aid 

us any in solving the question. Thetrouble is 
all internal. The provisional government is 
now in charge of obusiness-men wh> 
have taken it in hand, believing that 
it was best for the people on the 
islands. ‘They simply want to main- 
tain the present form until some arrangement 
mutu satisfactory can be made with the 
United States. «<The Queen will never be re- 
stored to the throne and the movement in 
favor of the Princess as her successor will, I 
think, be futile. All those who understand 
the needs of Hawaii believe in annexation.” 
_ WrIncHENDon, Mass., March 12.—Mr. Will- 
iam R. Castie and Mr. Lorrin Thurston, two 
of the Hawaiian Commissioners, were guests 
of Mr. Joseph N. White at his estate over 
Sunday. Mr. White gave them a reception 
Saturday evening. The Rev. Dr. Foster in- 
vited the two gentlemen to speak: at his 
church this evening, which they did to a 
full house. Mr. Castle dealt more particularly 
upon the results of the early mussionaries’ 
labors, and the danger that all they gained 
may be lost if the Queen’s powers continue, 
as she is know to be an idolater. Mr. Thurs- 
ton presented the annexation side of the 
question, considering annexation much 
more necessary than a _ protectorate, 
By annexation the United States would have 
the responsibility and the authority, when, if 
there was only a protectorate, she would have 
the responsibility but no power, which he con- 
sidered very essential, as other nations would 
claim rights equal to those of the United 
States. These gentlemen are earnest and 
able speakers and were listened to with the 
closest attention. 


STEAMER AND SCHOONER IN COLLISION. 


Passengers Are Badly Scared, but Fortu- 
nately No Person Is Injured. 


New Loxpon, Conn., March 12.—[Special. | 
—The steamboat City of Buston of tha Nor- 
wich line, for many years the *‘ Queen of Long 
Island Sound,” ran into the big three-masted 
schooner Charles W. Church in the lower 
harbor this morning shortly after mid- 
night. The steamer’s starboard smoke- 
stack was knocked overbvard. Its steam 
chest was ripped open, and its seventy 
passengers were badly frightened. The acci- 
dent occurred in a thick fog, with a driving 
rain and a stiff southeast gale. The steamer 
was running ata low rate of speed when the 
hght of the schooner was sighted. In a mo- 
ment the Captain saw that ne must either de- 
cide to transfix his boat on the schobner’s 
flying jibboom or else try to steer clear of 
the schooner. If he undertook the latter 
course the wind was blowing the Boston so 
rapidly toward the schooner that its flying 
jibboom would rake along the state- 
rooms on the hurric4 ne deck, either 
forward cr aft, and shatter them into 
a thousanid fragments. That was not to be 
thought of. He decided in favor of transfix- 
ing his own boat, as successful pilots have 
done under similar circumstances before. He 
selected the ‘‘ amiships section ’’ of the boat 
as the place to sustain the shock, it being 
most remotely situated from the state- 

and the framework about 
paddle - weels being heavy. 
Capt. Hurley pulled two bells to back the 
boat a little, and waited but for an instant, 
when the steamboat’s starboard smokestack, 
just above the boiler, was pierced hy the fly- 
ing jibboom, which bored away through it, 
“tearing it up by the roots,”’ so to speak, stav- 
ing off the top of the steam chest and ripping 
steam-pipes and chains here and there in the 
most ruthless manner. The next instant the 
two vessels were enveloped in clouds of 
screeching steam, creating an unearthly din, 
and scaring every one on board half out of 
his wits. 

PurnapEecpatrA, Pa., March 12.—The British 
steamship Inflexible arrived here today from 
Girgent, partially disabied, and with two 
sailors badly injured. The ship encountered 
hurricanes, cyclones, and wind-storins after 
leaving port, and her crew suffered greatly 
from exposure and fatigue. Feb. 26 the 
steamer was struck by an immense tidal wave, 
which cleared her deck of everything portable. 
Capt. Taylor reports having seen nothing of 
the missing Naronic. 


LEGISLATION SATURDAY IN MINNESOTA 


Bill Providing for an Income Tax Recom- 
mended to Pass. 

Sr. Pavu, Minn., March 11.—[Special.]— 
In the Senate the Committee on Judiciary re- 
ported back the bill creating a court of rail- 
way and warehouse commissioners with the 
recommendation that it be indefinitely post- 
poned, A bill to govern primary elections 
and to punish corrupt practices was recom- 
mended for passage. In the Honse the fol- 
lowing bills were recommended to pass: For 
an income tax, to punish fraud in the sale of 
merchandise, to punish Sabbath-breaking, 
regulating boards of health, and preventing 
the importation of ——— diseases. 

A bill was introduced relating to liquor 
licenses, requiring the payment of half the 
license fee in advance in villages ot Jess than 
1,000 inhabitants. The committee investi- 
gating the alleged illegal sale of pine timber 
in the northern part of the State has finished 
its work. The committee is said to have es- 
tablished a clear case against the State Audit- 
or as far as the violation of the law requiring 
a public sale goes. There is no suspicion that 
the Auditor was influenced by improper imo- 
tives in making the sale in ee but 
rather that he was careless and did not give 
the matter the consideration it deserved, 


Farmers and Laborites May Unite. 

New Your, March 12.—{Special.]—The Central 
Lavor Union today received a letter from Dr. 
Macune, the editor of the National Economist of 
Washington, the organ of the Farmers’ Alliance. 
From the tenor of the letter 1t was thought that 
the Farmers’ Alléance. desired. to separate from 
the People’s party and to join hands with the 
labor elements in cities. Dr. Macune said that 
the true interests of the farmer and of the la- 
borer were in harmony, and that much good could 
be done by bringing about a better understand- 
ing between these two great classes and by co- 
operation. 

Will Discuss Protection from Cholera. 

CrxcInnatt, O., March 11.—The officers of the 
National Health Association held a meeting here 
today to make arrangements for a meeting of the 
association. They are: Dr. J. M. McCormick, 
Bowling Green, Ky., President ; Dr. ©. Q. Probst, 
Secretary; and Dr. Henry B. Baker, Lansing 
Mich., Treasurer, It was agreed to call a national 
conference of State boards of heaith to be held in 
New York City April 15. Propositions to be dis- 
cussed at this conference include proper State 
and national action to be taken to protect the 
country against the approach of chulera. 


Insurance Legislation in Tennessee. 

Cuattanooca, Tenn., March 12.—An act has 
already passed two readings in the Legislature 
requiring a deposit of State bonds with the State 
Treasurer by insurance companies doing business 
in the State. The act was before the Senate on a 
third reading Saturday, and finally referred back 
to the Finance committee to submit the act 
amended so as to require the deposit of State 
bonds or some otber Tennessee investment.

BULLET AND POISON. 


MEANS OP SUICIDE OF A WOMAN IN 
A GOTHAM HOTEL, 


She Registered as “ Mrs, Carter, St. Louis,” 
and Was Found Dead in Her Bed—Had 
Drank Laudanum and Shot Herseif— 
Prof, Tatten Is Sure a Better Dispensa- 
tion Will Be Ushered in Soon, Though 
the End of the World Is Not Near— 
Other News of Gotham. 


New York, March 12.—[Special.|—A beau- 
tiful young woman shot and killed herself 
after taking a dose of laudanum. at the Cole- 
man House this afternoon. Ske had taken 
every precaution to render the identification 
of her body difficult or impossible. The po- 
lice were unable to discover any marks upon 
her clothing or Seven a scrap of paper that 
would serve to throw light upon her name, ori- 
gin, or residence, 

The woman came there yesterday morn- 
ing and registered as Mrs. F. Carter of St. 
Louis. She was about 25 years old, had blue 
eyes, wore a brown dress, sealskin coat and 
muff, brown plush hat trimmed with blue, 
black silk underskirt, button shoes. She had 
an umbrella with silver handle, but no bag- 
gage or anything that gives a clewto her 
identity. ; 

The chambermaid went to the woman’s 
room this afternoon, but could not get in, and 
as the key of the room was still in the lock on 
the inside the chainbermaid’s pass key would 
not open the door, A hall boy was sent around 
to the fire escape, and he got into the room 
from the window to find the woman lying 
on the bed dead. 

Deputy Coroner Conway found a glass with 
a portion of a milk punchin it. This stood 
by the side of two bottles, one of which 
proved to contain morphine, the other laud- 
anum. On the floor was a revolver. Upon 
examining the body the Deputy Coroner was 
of opinion that the woman had been dead 
two hours before he got there. The milk 

unch had been mixed with laudanum. The 

ullet wound is believed to be the direct 
cause of death. 

The theory advanced is that after drinking 
half of the milk punch, which had pr€viously 
been mixed by her with the laudanum, the 
woman stood before the lookimg-giass and 
then shooting herself through the heart fell 
back on the bed. 

The bottle which contained laudanum 
bore the label of an Eighth avenue drugzgist. 
On inquiry he produ a record showing that 
Jan. 15, 1891, some laudanuimw had been sold 
toa Mrs. Johnson and the signature of the 
buyer of this poison bore considerable sim- 
ilarity to the handwriting in which the name 
‘Carter ”’ appears on the register cf the Cole- 
man House, 

A dispatch from St. Louis says nothing is 
known there of the woman.

SAYS HE ANSWERS THE DESCRIPTION. 


An Indiana Sheriff Claims to Have Arrest- 
ed Mary Montgomery's Murderer. 

Sheriff William Ruseeil of Sheridan, Ind., 
telegraphed to the police last night that he 
had arrested a man bearing out the descrip- 
tion of the burglar who muruered Mary 
Montgomery in Pullman Wednesday morning. 

Detectives Duffy and Costello have all along 
worked on the theory that the murder was 
committed by a man who broke into the 


house for the purpose of robbery, and being 
disturbed by the girl-murdered her. Beneath 
the window of the room in which her body 
was found an ax was discovered. Little at- 
tention was paid to this at the time, as mem- 
bers of the household said that was its usual 
place; the head of the ax was sunk in the ice, 
and it looked as though it had not been used 
for some time, ‘On a close examination the 
window shows marks at the bottom fitting 
the ax head and indicating that the 
window was forced open by means 
of the ax. The theory: is that the burglar, 
standing on the doorstep, first cut away the 
putty round the nearest windowpane, intend- 
ing to take out the glass, and, by reaching 
through, uufasten the catch. A tall man at 
full stretch cannot reach the catch by several 
inches, and the burglar appeared to have 
found this out before he had worked long. 

Abandoning the task of taking out the pane 
the murderer obtained the ax, and, placing 
the edge beneath the windowsill, forced the 
window. The ax was applied in a direct line 
beneath the pane from which the putty had 
been removed, and the unprotected glass broke 
and fell into the yard. his theory is borne 
out by the marks on the ax, by the dents on 
the window, by the fact that the window- 
catch was forced from ite place, by the evi- 
dence of asmall' mirror which had been left 
propped against the window on the inside and 
which was found broken in the yard next 
morning. The table inside the window was 
not crowded with crockery, as has been gen- 
erally reported, but had only a few dishes 
apon it, which would offer no impediment to 
the entrance of a burglar. 

Officers of the Central Station left last night 
for Sheridan to gning back the man under ar- 
rest there. It is possible that he is identical 
with the man who boarded a freight train a 
few minutes after the murder and whose de- 
scription tallied with that of the man wanted. 


Arkansas Physicians Puzzled. 

Hecena, Ark., March 12.—Daniel McKeat is 
puzzling the physicians of this region. About a 
year ago, while in an epileptic fit, be feli into a 
fire, the bone and flesh being burned from his 
head to such an extent that the pulsation of the 
brain could be felt. The burn removed half of 
his skull. Now, after a year, the bony substance 
of the skull is being reconstructed and bids fair 
to completely heal, making an almost new bony 
covering for the brain. His mind is clear and he 
does the work of an ordinary farmhand, 


Entire Front; Wall Bulges Out, 

Workmen engaged on a new building at Fifty- 
fifth street and Jefferson avenue were startled 
Saturday afternoon by hearing the sound of crack- 
ing walls, and dropping their tools they fled into 
the street. It was found that the whole front 
wall, containing 150 feet of brick and stone work, 
had bulged out and was apparently about to fall. 
The workmen managed to brace it, but the greater 
part will have to be torn down. This is the same 
yulding which was partially wrecked the night 
of the York building disaster.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 12.—Manager Stitt 
of the firm of Stitt & Co., whieh assigned yester- 
day, refuses to be interviewed.

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FLOODS DESTROYING PROPERTY AND 
MENACING LIVES. 


Port Deposit, Md., Inundated and Families 
Moved to Places of Safety—The Poor Are 
in Sore Distress—Michigan Towns Suf- 
fering and It Becomes Necessaty to Blast 
Gorges with Dynamite—Immense Banks 
Thrown Up at Kock Island—Sioux City’s 
Pontoon Bridge Gone. : 

Havre pe Grace, Md., March 12.—[Spe- 
cial. |—The Susquehanua rose above its high- 
est flood mark here and at Port Deposit last 
night. Every house along the water front on 
both sides was flooded, and the foundations of 
& number of them were undermined. At 
Port Deposit the women and children 
were removed in boats to places of 
safety, and the men worked all night carrying 
out furniture and household effects, A break 
in the gas pipes left the town in darkness. The 
ice is gorged twenty feet high at the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad bridge. The breakwater at 
the Philadelphia, Washington and Baltimore 
railroad drawbridge was torn away by the 
drift ice, Considerable damage has 
been done to this town. The 
warehouses of Colehan & Morgan and James 
Hopper & Co., carriage factory of W. E. 
Burnes & Co., many etores were flooded, 
The extensive ice-houses of J. Frederick & 
Sons were badly damaged. Many r fam- 
ilies on the low lands lost proce tel The 
poor of Port Deposit are in sore distress, and 
many are ill with pneumonia and other dis- 
eases brought on by the cold and exposure, 
Today the river was filled with ice for miles 
above Port Deposit and the water was four 
feet deep in the streets. 


FLOOD GREATER IN SOME PLACES. 


Tce Gorges Go Out and Water Is Rising— 
Decrease at Some Points, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 12.—Reports to- 
night from the various sections of the western 
part of the State threatened by floods show 
abatement from the danger of a freshet in 
some places and in others the conditfon of the 
awollen rivers remains dangerous and in one 
instanve the waters burst their banks 
and inundated a town. Portions of the 
ice gorge at Linden, near Williamsport, 
Pa., went out tonight, but reports received 
say that the main body of ice has not yet 
broken, although 1t has settled and threatens 
to move. Thousands of people crowded the 
bridges and shores there today to watch the 
ice which was expected to break. The water 
reached a height of fourteen feet at Wilhams. 
port tonight, and all the ice between there 
and Linden passed out. At Jersey Shore the 
water reached a height of twenty-four 
feet and at Linden it was two or 
three feet lower. ‘The Susquehanna at 
Harrisburg had (fallen this morning 
afoot and during the afternoon was at a 
standatill, being 13 feet 9 inches above low 
water mark. Reports from points north in- 
dicate that the volume of water may in- 
creased during the night, but there are no ap- 
ae of a serious flood, and, while the 

anger of inundation in South Harrisburg is 
always present duriug the annual freshet, the 
residents are not alarmed. A few, how- 
ever, have taken the precaution to re 
move their household effects to the 
second floor of their dwell The 
industrial establishments dans te river 
have not been cumpelled to -suspend opera- 
tions. There has been no damage at Harris- 
burg, and it is believed the flood will recede 
without the usual! destruction of property. 

At Easton, Pa., the Delaware River rose five 
feet from noon until 3 o’clock today, and 
since then great quantities of ice have passed 
dowa, river reached twenty-one 
and ene-hailf feet there 
and = is still rising. 

River is backed up by the water in the Dela- 
ware and is overflowing yards and wharves, 
and so far ascan be learned the ice has not 
gorged at any point near Easton. In this 
city the danger of the inundation of the mills 
that line the banks of the Schuylkill River 
at Manayunk is becoming greater. Just above 
Manayunk the Flat Rock dam has broken 
in the center, and al 
back from sweeping the retnainder away is 
an old submerged dam about fifteen feet 
back of the broken one. Should the old dam 
give away Flat Rock dam will probably go, 
letting a flood down upon Manayunk which 
would undoubtedly cause great loss in the 
flooding of property and the consequent 
stoppage of work in the mills. :

NORTHWESTERN COACHES SCORCHED. 


A Gas Explosion in the Passenger Yards 
Does Several Thousand Dollars’ Damage. 


A gas explosion at the passenger yards of 
the Northwestern road, at Jefferson ana Kin- 
zie streets, last evening set fire to a Wagner 
palace car, one parlor car, two day coaches, 
the oil and iniplement house, and scorched 
Albert Nelson, a laborer, and a half dozen 
suburban coaches. Albert Nelson, who lives 
at No, 164 North Peoria street, has charge of 
the gas tank which supplies the coaches of the 
Northwestern road with gas. He was filling 
the car tanks from the main tank. The. pres- 
sure was not strong enough, so Nelson began 
turning the screws to the main tank. Escaping 

as, it appears, became ignited from Neison’s 
antern and an explosion followed. The 
flames shot up forty feet into the air. Nelson 
was thrown to the ground and burned about 
the face and hands. The fire followed the 
pipes into the parior and Wagner cars and set 
them on fire. The inside of the Wagner 
coach was destrv.yed. The parior car was 
scorched and damaged by water; The other 
coaches, half a dozen in number, were 
scorched on the sides. Switch engines pulled 
other coaches out of danger. The fire 
in the tool-house and among the signal oil 
barrels and around the gas-tank was so hot 
the firemen had difficulty in getting it under 
control. Chief Swenie and the police de- 

artment estimate the damage at $8,000.

FAVORABLE TO READING CONTROL, 


Reasons Why New England Should Be Op- 
erated by the McLeod Interest. 

Boston, Mass., March 12.—In view of a 
published statement that a midnight receiver- 
ship might frustrate the plan of the McLeod 
interests to obtain cuntrol of the New York and 
New England railroad at the annual meeting 
Tuesday, a statement of the condition of the 
New England road and the outlook for it un- 
der Reading control is made by parties friend- 
ly to that management, in substance as fol- 


lows: 

The net floating debt Dec. 31. 1892, was only 
$379,354, as against $438.393 on Dec. 31, 1891; the re- 
duction during the year having been 
$59,039. The gross floating debt includes 
$470,910 interest accrued to Dec. 31, Against 
the interest 1s held $282,660 cash, $662,305 due 
from agents and conductors. and $828,- 
503 due from companies and individuals. 
These facts show that a _ receivership is 
impossible. The money for interest is in hand, 
and the notes payable of $442,853 are not nearly 
due, The alliance with the Reading will be most 
advantageous to the New England. «In fact, its 
net earnings increased $170,000 in the last quarter 
of 1892, and the gross earnings for January, 1893, 
increased $70,000. 

If the New Haven plans could be fully carried 
out the New England States would have no rail- 
road competition, and the laws of several of the 
States are such that no competing mileage 
could be built. The total capitalization on 
which charges have to be paid on the 526 miles of 
New York and New England 1s $22,075.550. The 
fixed interest capitalization in the 144 miles 

Poughkeepsie bridge system is 

723,000, bringing the total of 670 
miles up to $29,795,500, or only $44,000 per mile. A 
statement of the operations of the New York 
and New England road for nine years 
demonstrated that the increase in oss re- 
ceipts has been great, and t the 
net earnings have kept pace with the increased 
charges. The surplus earnings over fixed charges 
for the last eight years aggregate $1,061,038, or 
$85,938 more than the dividends paid.

TO PREVENT CONVICT COMPETITION. 


Shoemakers Discuss the Inaction of the 
Legislature—Addresses Made, 


Shoemakers at a maés-ineeting held yester- 
day afternoon at No. 213 West Madison street 
took an initiative step toward arousing public 
sentiment in favor of a change in the present 
system of employing convict labor and pre- 
venting its competition with free labor. Mr. 
Kiedinger, William Jones, and William Glea- 


confer with ovher labor organizations and ¢to 
take immediate action and to impress updn 
the legislators that the present session cannot 
be allowed to pass without some decisive ac- 
tion on thesubject. Isaac Sweet presided and 
M. Kiedinger acted as Secretary. George A. 
Schilling, George Muller, State urer of 
the Farmers’ Alliance, and William Gleason 
were the principal speakers. 

Mr. ae read a bill which was intro- 
duced in the House last Friday by Kerresenta- 
tive O’Donnell of Cook aiming directly at. 
convict labor made goods. The biil is enti- 
tled **An act to prevent the purchase or use 
within the State of convict labor made goods 
imported from other States.’’ The ‘bill pro- 
hibits the purchase or sale of prison made 

oods and the manufacture of articles in this 
state, except for the use of prisons and for 
highways. Violators of the provisions of the 
act is made a misdemeanor and may be fined 
from $1,000 to $5,000 and be imprisuncd not 
more than oue year. 

Continuing, Mr. Schilting said that the party 
now in power owed its success to the labor 
element fought on the question of prison 
labur. It was necessary, he said, to impress 
the legisiators and show them that the trades 
were not asieep on this subject or else the bill 
would be ditched. He thought the bill would 
stand the test of law. Theonly part in the 
bill which was doubtful was the clause 
nore the importation into the 

tate of convict labor made goods. Mr, 
*Schiiling favored the employment of convicts 
on goods used only by themselves and to use 
the surplus for insane asylums and like insti- 
tutions. He deneunced the present system of 
contract convict labor as offering a chance for 
politicians to square political debts. He 
tavored agitation on the broad grounds of 
equity. It was unjust, he declared, that a half 
dozen trades should be picked up by the 
Penitentiary Commissioners and the products 
marketed to the detriment of workers. 

Mr. Muller said that the farmers were in 
sympathy with the workingmen on the ques- 
tion cf contract labor. The Chief Executive 
had not appointed one man who had been 
identified with the present movement as a 
memoer of the Prison Commission. How- 
ever, a man who has been a jobber of convict- 
labor-made goods had been appointed. That 
man, he said, was Heenan of Streator, III. 

By changing the present contract system to 
the State account system the speaker thought 
no benefit could be derived. It wwuld only 
change competition from private capital and 
prison labor to competition of public capital 
and prison labor with free labor. 

/Willham Gleeson followed in the strain of 
the preceding speakers. 

A committee was also appointed to wait on 
the County Commissioners and bring before 
them the case of Dennis Donohue, a union 
shoemaker who was employed at Dunning 
and discharged because he would not accept 
$25 a month for his wages. Commissioner 
O’Connell, who 1s supposed to represent 
united labor in the board, will be waited 
upon at once. 


DO NOT EXPECT A STRIKE, 


Grandmaster Wilson and Kailroad Mana- 
gers Agree on That Point. 

The twenty-four local unions of ‘switchmen 
in Chicago met yesterday, as did the General 
Grievance committee. After the meeting 
Grand\Master Wilson of the switchmen said: 
“There will be no strike. We have only made 
a request. There will be no trouble unless it 
is precipitated by the roads locking out some 
of the men.” A general manager said also 
that there would be no strike. 

The railroads shipped in here yesterday 100 
switchmen, over the Fort Wayne road, from 
Philadelphia to take the place of switchmen 
who might strike. They quartered them at 
the Dearborn Hotel on State street, near Polk. 
The roads have secreted in freight-houses and 
cheap hotels no less than 1,000 switchmen 
whom they have brought to Chicago to take 
the place of strikers. 

It is really not yet settled as to whether there 
willbeastrike. The first half of this week 
will decide it. One side or the other must 
back down or they will come to an issue. 

It was stated last night among railroad men 
that Grand Master Wilkenson of the Order of 
Trainmen would not allow his men to go out 
on the Northwestern road, and this, it is said, 
was the reason that no demand for an advance 
of wages was made on that line.

Belief Growing in St. Leuis That Prof. 
Morgan Was Foully Dealt With. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., March 12.—[Special. |—The 
inquest over'the remains of Prof. Horace H. 
Morgan tends toestablish murder. Adams, the 
cab-driver, who was the last pne to see the 
Professor alive, testified that when he drove 
up to the saloon near No. 1017 Pine street he 
saw the Professor sitting in the doorway.

Jay E. Pulver, a Night Watchman, Found 
with His Head Mashed,

» te E. Pulver was murdered last night. Pul- 
ver was night watchman at the mill of the 
Hay and Todd Manufacturing company and 
went on duty last night at 7. Secretary li. B. 
Adams left the mill shortly afterward and 
says that every door and window was securely 
locked. At7this morning Patrick Rigney, 
day watchman, came on duty and found Pul- 
ver lying in a pool of blood with his head 
smashed in on the top and back. A pair of 
pipe tongs lay near by and'was probably used to 
do the job, The rear door of the mili was found 
unlocked. Detectives from Detroit were put 
on the case and this afternoon Clifford Hand, 
who*was discharged from the employ of the 
company four weeks ago, was arrested. 
Pants and boots with blood spots were found 
at his home. No cause is known only that 
Hand has threatened to damage the mil]. He 
might have gone there for that purpose and 
was discovered by Pulver, and*to cover up 
his being there put Pulver out of 
the way. Pulver had not yet 
eaten his lunch. Another theory’ is 
that Hand went to the mull and Pulver let 
him in to have a sucial chat, as they were 
seemingly on good terms. No window or door 
was broken in, and the only way found that he 
could have gained admission was through this 
door, which could not have been opened from 
the outside. This door is on one side of 
the mill and the room where Pulver’s 
body was found is distant about 300 feet. 
Hand left Nick Maxy’ssaloon about 10 o’clock 
and was seen again at Gage’s billiard parlor 
at midnight. Itis thought murder was com- 
mitted between these hours. Hand pleads in- 
nocence and says he went lioOme at 10 o’clock, 
His wife when seen by detectives says her 
husband was home before 9.

. | W.H.MUNDERLOH DIES 


HE PASSES AWAY AT THE GREAT 
NORTHERN HOTEL 


Peculiarly Sad Circumstances Surrounding 
the Death of the German Consul at 
Montreal—His Widow, Who Has Jast 
Come to His Bedside from California, 
Loses Her Mind Throagh Grief—A Son 
Quite Alone and Ill in a Strange City— 
At the Caravansaries, 

William H.Munderloh, Consul of the Ger- 
man Empire at Montreal, Can., died yester- 
day at the Great Northern from the effects of 
a paralytic stroke. The remains were em- 
balmed and will be sent to Montreal this 
afternoon accompanied by Henry Munder- 
loh, eldest son of the deaa Consul. The af- 
flictions that have visited this family are ex- 
treme, and in all its phases this is q sad case. 
Mr. Munderloh, besides being Consul-Goneral 
of the German Empire, was Vice-President of 
the Montreal Board of Trade and a wealthy 
man. He wasa native of Germany and 60 
years old. His wifeand two younger sons, 
who are said to be dying of consumption, 
were spending the winter at Pasadena, where 
it was hoped the mild climate would prolong 
their lives, 

March 1 Mr, Munderloh started from Mon- 
treal en route toCalifornia, where he intended 
to remain with his family. Before reaching 
Chicago he had three severe paralytic strokes 
on the cars which deprived him of the use of 
his legs and arms and made him speechiese. 
In this condition he was taken to the Great 
Northern and telegrams were sent summon- 
ing his wife to his bedside. Mrs. Munderloh 
arrived with her oldest son Friday last 
was much affected by the condition of her hus- 
band. Her grief became so great that Saturday 
she was beyond control and acted so strangely 
that Dr. W. Tallman, the attending physician, 
advised her removal to an asyluin. Saturday 
afternoon Mr. Massey of Earle & Massey took 
her to an insane asylum, Dr. Tallman 
said yesterday that he believed she would re- 
gain he reason in the course of time. 

The son Henry can hardly bearup under 
the strain upon him and he is in a pitiable con- 
dition. His father dead in a strange land, his 
mother taken to an insane asylum, and two 
brothers dying in California. Added to all 
this is the fact that he was only released from 
an insane asylum himself a year ago and the 
terrible afflictions now visiting him may un- 
balance his mind again.

ANOTHER NORTHERN RAILWAY PLAN. 


It Will Give Winnipeg an Additional Oat- 
let to Lake Saperior. 

Winxntrec, Man., March 12.—Prominent 
capitalists aré here endeavoring to receive as- 
sistance from the Manitoba Goverament for 
a railway that will give Winnipeg and the 
Northern Minnesota another through line to 
Lake Superior. The promoters of the com- 
pany claim that they have made aill 
financial arrangements for the work, provided 
the Manitoba Government gives reasonable 
assistance. The intention ‘is to run the road 
over the Winnipeg and Southeastern Survey 
to the Lake of the Woods, near Northwest 
Angle, thence across the boundary into North. 
ern Minnesota, tapping rich mineral lands, 
The road then continues directly east until a 
junction is formed with the Port Arthur, Du- 
luth and Western road, giving connec- 
tion directly to Port Arthur and 
alsy making a junction with either 
the Duluth and Winnipeg or the 
Duluth, Mesaba and Northern road direct to 
Duluth. The building of the line, the pro- 
moters claim, would give Winnipeg a more 
direct lire to both Duluth and Port Arthur 
than the Northern Pacific and the Canadian 
Pacific. As an inducement a guarantee is to 
be given by the company that wheat will be 
carried from Winnipeg to the lake port at 
three cents less than apy other lines. A dele- 
gation of promoters interviewed the gov- 
ernment yesterday and, it is understood, 
received satisfactory assurance trom chem 
that aid to the exteut of $450,000 would be 
given that part of the line in Manitoba. Pre- 
mier Greenway intimated that he was greatly 
in favor of the road and, if necessary, would 
call a special session of the Legislature to 
grant aid to the project. 


DLATH OF PUGILISM AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Probability That No More Fights Will Be 
Had in the Crescent City. 

New Orueans, La., March 12.—[Special. |— 
Pugilism isdone for in New Orleans. The 
members of the Crescent City club will go 
into their pockets and Fitzsimmons will not 
get his $37,500 tomorrow. He will get $15,000 
of $20,000 in cash, all that is available, and 
good paper for the balance. There will be no 
more contests in the Crescent club ring, and 
perhaps no more in that of the Olympic club, 
though the Bowen-Burke match .is_ scheduled 
for the first week in April. The clubs 
will go at general athletics and row- 
ing, and» die unless their social 
sides are strong enough to bear the financial 
loss of such shows, which have long ago ceased 
to pay in richer towns than New Orleans. The 
women of the city are organizing an anti- 

ugilistic league, as they did an anti-lottery 
eague, and today the leading papers editorially 
denounce the contests. The next Legislature 
does not meet until May, 1894, and the city 
authorities are with the clubs. Both Presi- 
dents Noel and Dickson are members of the 
City Council. But the best opinions here are 
that neither club will fly in the face of public 
opinion and that pugilism.in New Orleans is 
done. 


MASSACHUSETTS’ FORESTRY EXHIBIT. 


Prof. Maynard of the State College Has 
Completed It. 


Amuerst, Mass., March 12.—The forestry 


exhibit to be sent to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion from this State has been completed and 
arranged under the supervison of Prof. May- 
nard of the State College. It will probably be 
forwarded immediately. The exhibit com- 
prises forty-seven varieties of trees found in 
this State. Each section of wood is three feet 
long and cut so as to show cross, oblique, and 
longitudinal sections. Prof. Maynard has also 
in preparation the horticultural and agricult- 
ural exhibits from the college, including 
plaster casts illustratmg the development of 
fruits and vegetables.

FOR PULPIT AND PEW. 


THE REV. JAMES MILULER’S PIRST 
SERMON TO HIS NEW OHARGE. 


He Gives the Reasons for Both the Pastor's 

and the Congregation’s Attendance on 

* Services~The Rev. Dr. Stolz Says Ger- 

man Is Not Necessary in the Public 

Schools—The Rev. J. P. Brushingham 

Says Chicago Citizens Must Act at the 
Polls at Once—Other Sermons, 


Congress Hall, West Congress and Honore 
streets, was filled yesterday morning by the 
members of the Marshfield Avenue M. E. 
Church, the hall being used temporarily pend- 
ing the erection of a new church to greet their 
new pastor, the Rev. James Miller, transferred 
from Decatur, IIL, to the Marshfield Avenne 
Church by the Rock River Conference. The 
new pastor was heartily welcomed to his new 
home, and his pulpit record “goes far to assist 
him iu his work in this city. He is a deliber- 
ate speaker and rarely speaks to exceed forty 
minutes; never uses a note or preaches over 
an open Bible. He attacks the so-called holi- 
ness idea or third party prohibition. The ap- 
propriate text was: “Therefore I came unto 
you without gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for; I usk therefore for what intent ye have 
sent for me?’ The subject of the sermon 
was “*The Reason for the Pulpit and the 
Pew.”’ The pastor said in part: 

Anything that formed any part of the past must 
stand the criticism of today. There is a scientific 
spirit abroad. The pulpit has to stand the same 
test as any of the others, and must be able to give 
reasons for its continued existence. Preaching is 
history, nature, psychology. If we are true to our 
best nature and t2 our earnest convictions we 
must recognize that God calls upon men to act as 
his ageuts. God makes preachers the same as 
everything else. He does not wait until a man is 
grown and then reconstruct the man. 

A preacher is born the same as a water spaniel, 
a race horse, an artist, poet, or genius in any line 
of action. God organizes the preacher in the man 
when he is rn. Often it is a long time 
before man finds what he is made for. 
Moses created a new civilization and organized 
a new religion which has ruled the 
world for two centuries and ever will, yet he was 
80 years old before he realized thetruth. So with 
St. Paul and St. Peter. And while this is true. 
the divinely inspired soul must be susceptible of 
spiritual expansion. St. Peter, after many years 
of spreading the golden truth, was too narrow. 
The soul must broaden, and this is accomplished 
by praying: A spiritof denial must obtain self- 
control over the worldly passions surrounding 
every one of today. Religious prejudices must be 
overcome, and by God's teachings the preacher 
must be free from all environments and preju- 
dices that would prevent his entering the hungry 
conscience, 

In recognition of the people the church has the 
best religious economy in the world. We are giv- 
ing our present priviléges a liberal construction. 
Our . children are consulted in their 
wants and ambitions and _ their lives 
trained in acccrdance with their natures. 
The church has a right to express opinion, so has 
the pastor, and the church has come to listen to 
both preacber and pastor. The voice of the peo- 
ple is the voice of God. It may not always be the 
ideal, but it is what God wants. 

The necessities call for a pecne er the same as 
any other requirement of life. he people have 
not much time in this hurrying, scurrying day 
and generation to give more than passing notice 
to religion. They want a man to stir up their 
spiritual mature. They want some one who once 
a week arouses the rpiritual sympathy and ac- 
tion, stirs the spiritual aspirations, and makes 
them feel as though they were a little better by 
such contact. Getting a lot of pec 
ple and denouncing them 
i «a mistake. lf a man is 
to be raised above the urdinary level, something 
must be heid above that level, something to at- 
tract his attention and carry him beyond worldly 
surroundings. 

Methodist people believe in being converted, 
not satisfied with mere entrance to heaven, but 
in the belief that the humah soul shwuld join 
the infinite spirit. Some can attain this easier 
than others, but they all have the capacity and 
strength, which broaden and develop. The pul- 
pit seeks and effects conversion. Some think 
they can walk up to Christ’s altar, become wholl 
sanctified, and go home full Christians in God, 
It is as well to expect a l-year-old boy to become 
a full-grown manina day. The spirit must be 
developed and nurtarad. 

It is the intent of the preacher to minister to 
the spiritual wants and to keep up a system of 
religious proragandism. The pulpit must minis- 
ter to worldly ideas, The battle wages between 
what is supposed to be science and what is sup- 
posed to be religion, and the church stands in 
the middle of the field. The church must fortify 
the children against doubt and infidelity, and the 
people must maintain spiritual action and think 
of 4ife and destiny. Some people want 
preaching form an wsthetical and ethical stand- 
point. the church must have the tinest music 
and recognize the highest art in its surroundings. 
Some want preachers of evangelical sensation- 
alism. Thus are two lines drawn in our 
ehurch: on the one hand is broadness, 
refinement, intellect, effort to elevate the 
church; on the other a surging mass of human 
beings seckirfg for the sensationalism in religion. 
The more perfect the pastor becomes the more 
able is he to farnish evangelical sensationalism. 
The more fitted he becomes for an evangelist the 
less is he fitted for the pastor. It is a question 
the church will be called on to decide nct far off ; 
to recognize distinction between the careful guar- 
dian of the welfare of men, women, and children 
whom he loves as his own and the itinerant 
evangelist. 

At the conclusion of the sermon there was a 
half hour devoted’ to handshaking, and the 
new pastor made the personal acquaintance 
of the members of his congregation. 


FOR PUBLIC SCHOOL EDUCATION, 


The Rev. Dr. Stolz Talks of the Use of 
“* Fads ”’—German Not Needed. 

The Rev. Dr. Stolz, rabbi of the Zion con- 
gregation, Washington boulevard and Ogden 
avenue, preached yesterday morping on 
** Public School Education,”’ 

There is no subject, he said, more germane 
to the public than that of education, which 
means the unfolding of man’s spiritual no 
less than his intellectual power. As one who 
attended public schvols for more than fifteen 
years he had aright to speak upon public 
school education, the topic now so warmly 
agitated. He continued: 

The public schoo! is beyond question the grand- 
est institution of our free country. Although in 
old colonial days when the English commissioner 
for foreign plantations asked for information on 
the subject of education the Governor of Vir- 
ginia replied: “I thank God there are no free 
schools or printing presses, and I hope we shall 
not have any thesé hundred years."’ The Puritans 
that settl in the New England States acted 
much more wisely, for they built the free school 
by the side of the church. Popular education is 
indispensable when the maintenance of a repub- 
lic depends upon the people. it is not an imag- 
inary danger to put a vote in the hands of the 
illiterate when we observe the disgraceful man- 
ner in which our cities are governed. 

The public school is therefore the nursery of 
our republic. It brings together the children of 
our many nationalities, and more than anything 
else makes them assimilate and feel the spirit of 
Americanism. It also brings together the rich 
and r, and deeply impresses the doctrine of 
equality. All shades of Jews and Christians 
mingling, the lessen of toleration is taught. 

We hear a great deal about the three R's, but 
useful and necessary as these are to get along in 
the wor'd we cannot dignify the simple knowl- 
edge of these witb the title of education, which is 
the unfolding ofallthe faculties of man in order 
to discover for the child what he is best adapted 
for in the world. 

All public schools should be training schools. 
Reading. writing, and arithmetic are not suf- 
ficient. Drawing, music, sloyd, modeling, manual 
training, and physical culture are all necessary. 
Competent teachers for these branches are neces- 
sary, and a Board of Education is necessary that 
is not chosen because its members belong to cer- 
‘tain nationalities or have rformed valuable 
political work, but because of their extensive and 
sound knowledge of educational matters. 

I am most assuredly in favor of havi the so- 

called fads taught in our public schools if they 
are taught by competent teachers. Our whole 
-system of education should be based on the idea 
that education is training, not stuffing. As to 
German in the primary and grammar schools, it 
may be described as good pohtics but poor peda- 
gogics. For purposes of comparison one lan- 
guage must first be known well. The English ia 
our laaguage and should be eonens bi-lingually, 
if atall, I have unbounded admiration for Ger- 
man literature, but it cannot be taught success- 
fully in our lower grade public schoo A child 
to progress in educauon must not have ite mind 
overburdened. 


CITIZENS MUST AWAKE AT ONCE, 


The Rev. J. P. Brushingham Says Action 
at the Polls Must Be Immediate, 

The Rev. J. P. Brushingham spoke at the

By far the most important social question in 
America today is the government of great cities. 
With one-fourth of our population crowded into 
the cities, if we are able to take care of New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston. and Chicago, 
we can take care of America, All kinds 
and conditions of mankind come to a great 
city mainly for one purpdse —viz. : money getting, 
honestiy or dishonestiy. The thousands upon 
thousands of criminals who propose to live by 
fraud, theft, and crime are a direct menace to 
ile well-intentioned citizens 


city government, whi 
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ause of their indiffer- . 
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ence and lack of public spirit. We will always 
bave a feeble and corrupt “city government pre- 
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y text this morni as this, “The love of 

is the yout et all kinds of evil.” The 
merchant princes, whom Chicago has made 
great, do not show their gratitude by refusing to 
am oy their private businéss for the discharge of 
public and official duty. It has been well said 
that if red-ha anarcby d ever un- 
sheathe its destructive sword these same men of 
millions ‘would be the first to fall before its 
power, and yet we must not censure the conspicu- 
ous men of wealth too severely. I[ do not alto- 
gether blame a good man for hesitating to be- 
come a candidate because it is so difficult to elect 
him against an -unprincipled man. Another 
great obstacle to good city government lies in 
partisan idolatry. The majority of Chicago's 
popelamin is not bad, but good, is not vicious, 

ut virtuous. 

Chicago needs a Mayor with an instinct for 
righteousness, who knows athief when he sees 
him and will arrest him before he steals—a Mayor 
in ne’ wise obligated to itical henchmen and 
party bosses, a Mayor who represents the law- 
abiding, order-loving citizens of Chicago regard- 
less of party, sect, or nationality, a broad man, 
an upright man of unswerv and uncompromis- 
ing integrity: We have reached a crisis in our 
municipal history, a time wuen the eyes of man- 
kindare upon us, My brethren and fellow-citizens, 
I speak to you tonight as a matter of conscience 
and I entreat you as Christian gentlemen of Chi- 
cago, do your duty by Chicago before it is tog late. 
The tide of public sentiment is rising, and if the 
people shall be true to themselves and repudiate 
political bossism and corruptionism they may 
hope to clean the streets, cleanse the City Hall 
and drive out some of the 10,000 professional 
thieves, and keep out thousands of others who 
are preparing tocome down, like Huns and van- 
dals upon the city of the World's Fair. 

The pastor’s prelude was follewed by a dis- 
course from Prof. G. C, Mars ee “Studies 
in Hebrew Poetry,’’ being one of a series upon 
biblical topics by specialists. 


DANGER AHEAD FOR THE REPUBLIC, 


The Rev. Mr. Delano Preaches of the Om- 
inous Signs That Threaten Dissolution, 


The Rev. H. A. Delano, pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Evanston, preached last 
evening on “‘Ominous Signs of the Dissolu. 
tion of the Republic’. He said ‘in part: 


There is a widespread avostasy_in morals—an 
alarming decay of conscienee. Paralysis seems 
creeping upon the vital nerve. Abuses flagrant. 
multiplied, and heartless, in public and private, 
go on; the poor fall beneath the tramp of legal- 
ized corruption and power in high places, ana 
there is no heart seemingly to pity, no eye to see, 
nor arm to save. 

Social revolution has always followed such 
moral degeneracy. How complacently and in- 
differently we witness the huge aggregation of 
wealth—wealth filched from the rest and 
weakest, mammoth syndicates striding like so 
many giants to pluck up shade trees, confiscate 
and preémpt soil, turn water courses, manage 
railroads and telegraph lines, captures Legisla- 
tures and Senates in the interest of the favored 
and elect few. We see God's largest gifts and 
freest—earth, water, and air—monopolized by the 
sovereigns of wealth. The very roadsides are en- 
croached upon; the very ficlds taken for 
highways; farms mortgaged beyond recovery; 
tenement hduses swarming with filth and vermin ; 
sweat shops run whose life blood saturates the 
garments we wear; foreign owned breweries call- 
ing off the gold from our Treasury, leaving us the 
results of imcreased taxes, jails, mad-houses, 
broken bearts, and ruined homes, and yet we are 
quiet. 

Is it nineteenth century Christianity that blos- 
soms to such a civilization as that in yonder city; 
that lives and pants in che dun and pall of poi- 
sonous gases and smoke and rushes so frantically 
for dollars; that has no time to stop and die as a 
Christian ought? Isit a Christian conscience that 
inhbalesthe odors, endures the mire, swallows the 
smoke—vyomited from the shops of the privileged 
or defiant classes—breathes pestilence, and gazes 
for the coming of its Christ through the weird 
shadows of a city whose sun is turned into black- 
ness and its moon into blood? Nearly all our 

reat cities know the same horrid spell of greed 

or gold and forgetfulness of men. 

It is a serious problem in a land so large, 
bountiful, and beautifal as this—a land biessed 
with so niany schouls, such progress and science, 
such general and notable intelligenee—serious 
and inexplicable. Thus amid the people who in 
the lower strata must endure the plague of all 
this there Will be retrogregsion towards sav- 
agery—savagery «as fierce and heathendom 
as corrupt as you are trying to redeem in Africa 
or in India. The lower classes—restiess and 
hungry, sharpening their cunning, 
the oppressor, themselves pare pe damna- 
ble and damning eppet we tolerate, ning de- 
structiveness, subsisting upon. strong 
trained to crime, shot through with disease—are 
raising progeny that shall be the inheritance of 
the future. he republic must endure tnem, 
shelter, feed, clothe, vote them, and saffer the 
contamination for years and years to come. 

We all know this~—are conscious of it—and yet 
dare not touch the problem—no, not at least, 
save in the most gingerly way. Social evils come 
from many sources, but social dangers may al- 
most all be narrowed toe the two wasting fount- 
ains, pauperism and vice. 

Some time shortly, somewhere and somehow. 
this account must be settled. Whatsoever a na- 
tion sows that mustit also reap. A revival of 
righteousness must coms or the republic is 
doomed. A revival of patriotism must come, or 
the nations of the earth will celebrate with us 
through the next months the grand finale of 
Columbia. But I love to believe that the good 
God has something better for America than this, 
and that it shall be. ours, to participate in the 
dreams of Victor Hugo—actualized everywhere.

TOUCHES ON THE SALVATION ARMY. 


M, M. Mangasarian Lectures Upon True Be- 
ligious Liberalism. 


During his lecture at the Grand Opera- 
House yesterday before the Ethical Culture 
Soeiety M. M. Mangasarian said among other 
things: 


There is such a thing as liberal fanaticism, and 
we must guard against that. Atruly liberal ver- 
son is one of the rarest and one of the grandest 
spectacles in the world. We think we are liberal 
because we believe less than our neighbor, Lib- 
eralism means earnest conviction with tolerance; 
in other worda, truth with sympathy. Iam nota 
Salvation Army men, but 1 can take the Salva- 
tionist by the hand and say to him: “ We are 
brothers.”’ The bond that unites him to me is 
not his theology nor his philosophy, his tambour- 
ine or drum, but his sincerity. If he, too, 
were liberal, he would 
“You believe differently. 
you are just as sincere in your beliefas I am in 
mine; therefore, wé are brothers.’ This. is lib 
eralism, Not that his thought is as good as my 
thought, or that one idea is as true as another. 
Never! Not that Brahminism, which commands 
the widow to be burned on the grave of her hus- 
band, is as good as Christianity ; not that a flip- 
pant infidelity that looks upon the universe as if 
it were made for sport, is as asthe Socratic 
groping after the light. No! But all sincere 
souls belong to the same elevated fraternity. It 
was 4 gosvel of bread and clothes and lodging, as 
well as of salvation, that Gen. Booth began to 
preach twenty-eight years ago in England. The 
theory of the Salvation Army is that in seeking to 
elevate humanity we must not take hold 
of the upper end, but of the lower; 
we must begin by raising the sinking classes. 
Salvation with them means the grafting of a 
new nature upon the old. Visiting the slums, 
sheltering and feeding the poor, rescuing the 
drunkard, and snatching little children from the 
abyss are only secondary. The grand and all- 
including purpose is the trausfiguration of char- 
acter. It cannot be denied that they change men, 
By their agency the dirty has become clean, the 
pracans has become pure, the lazy drunkard has 

en changed into a sober and respectable citi- 
zen. Facts sometimes dash our theories into 
pieces. According to the theory of some of us 
these things should not be, but as they are we 
ought to willing to let our theories go to the 
wall rather than be deceived in these facts. 
I love humanity more than love my 
philosuphy ; I bow before a fact, even when it de- 
molishes my most darling doctrine. There is no 
physical or intellectual power in the universe that 
is more miraculous than the moral power which 
can inspirea man inthe mud and the gutter to 
| “I will arise.”’ 

am the friend of all who seek to reach and 
touch the masses: not a scoffer, not a cynic, not a 
self-righteous critic, but a warm, sympathetic 
friend they shail find in me, who come with the 
burden of the poor on their hearts; who come 
with the green branch of brotherhood and power 
in one hand and in the other bread for the hun- 
gry, clothes for the naked, and homes for the out- 
cast children of misery and want.

FISH RESTRICTIONS AND REGULATIONS, 


Scope of Reports to Be Made by the Inter- 
national Commission. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 12.—Commander 
Wakeman, the Dominion representative op 
the International Fishery Commission, re- 
turned yesterday from Washington, where he 
attended the preliminary conference with the 
United States Commissioner, Prof. Rathbun. 
Practical work will begia next month at New 
York, when the commission will travel north, 
visiting various lakes and rivers.

Two experts shall report to their respective 
governments (either jointly or separately) as to 
the restrictions and regulations which should be 
adopted on the following subject:

in territorial ana contiguous waters of the United 
States and Canada, respectively; and also in 
waters outside of the territorial limite of either 
country. 

2, Prevention of pollution and obstruction of 
such contiguous waters to the detriment of fish- 
eries and navigation. 

3. Close season, which should be enforced and 

observed insach waters by the inhabitants of 
both countries. 
_ 4. On the subject of restricting and -replenish- 
ing such contiguous waters with fish or means by 
which per @ may be therein preserved and in- 
crease

MARINE SURGEON GOES TO ROTTERDAM. 


Dr. R. M. Woodward and Others to See 
What Can Be Done Against Cholera. 

Carko, IIL, March 12.—{ Special. |~—Dr. R. M. 
Woodward, surgeon in charge of the United 
States Marine Hospital here, and his fam- 
ily left tonight for Rotterdam,” Holland, 
where he has been assigned to duty 
by this government with a view to prevent- 
ing the importation of cholera. He 1s one of 
the nine surgeons selected under a recent act 
of Congress for this purpose, all of whom 
must be on duty at places assigned them 
by Aprill. The other eight are Drs. White, 
Magruder, Godfrey, Haughton, Irwin, Ros- 
neau, Pettus, and Purviance, who go to Ham- 
burg, Genoa, Naples, Havre, Marseilles, Ant- 
raed Southampton, and Liverpool, respect- 
ively. : 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 12.—The Treas- 
ury Department is officially advised’ by the 
Department of State that — traffic be- 
tween European ports and the United States 
has been resumed. United States Consul 
Gardner at Rotterdam gives a detailed ac- 
count of the precautions taken there to pre- 
vent the emigration of persons affected 
with contagious diseases. A new hotel 
for the accommodation of steerage and 
second S passengers en route for the 
United States has been built. This hotel, 
known as the *“‘Nasm,”’ is owned by the Neth- 
erlands American company. Consul Gardner 
states that within the last three or four years 
the rate of steerage sailing from Rotterdam 
to New York has increased in the ratio of the 
added restrictions upon immigration imposed 
by the United States authorities. The rate for 
steerage in 1891 was $20.40, while at the pres- 
ent time it is $31.20. The grade of per- 
going in the steerage has also 
shown a percentage of improvement. 
United States Consul Estes at Hamburg states 
that all vessels sailing from Hamburg for 
ports in the United States before they can ob- 
tain their bill of health must be thoroughly 
disinfected according to the instructions of 
the United States Marine Hospital service. 
This disinfection is superintended} by Dr. W. 
L. Homann,a Hamburg governinent surgeon, 
who uses the Hamburg Police Department 
seal on his certificates of disinfection. Fur- 
ther, the crews of vessels carrying immigrants 
are medicaily examined by Dr. Homann and 
Dr. Nash. All passengers not traveling in the 
saloon are medically examined before em- 
barkation by Dr. Homann in _ his 
capacity as government surgeon.and by a 
physician of the steamship company. This 
examination is made in the presence of either 
the Consul! or Vice-Consul and a certiticate to 
that effect is annexed to the passenger mani- 
fest of the vessel. Both of the physicians is- 
sue a certificate besides, which declares the 
passengers to be in geod health and free from 
all imfectious dieeases. The bill of heaitn 
which is not delivered to the steamship until 
all of these requirements have been complied 
with, bears across its face in red ink the exact 
number of cholera cases and deaths which 
have been reported to the Hamburg Senate 
Cholera Commission during the fortnight pre- 
vious to the date of the bill. Consul Estes 
also states that all passengers comi from 
Russia and Austria Hungary are obliged to 
observe a quarantine of at least six days under 
police surveillance before they are permitted 
to go on board ship.

E. W. Fay of Louisiana 
is a Sanscrit scholar who wants a Consulate 
in India in order that he may pursue his 
studies, Judge Poke of Kentucky would like 
to go Havre, while Lewis Delaplaine of West 
Virginia has.an ambition for the same place, 
but would take the Bordeaux Consulate as a 
compromise. 

Howard Ellis of New Jersey, who was in 
the consular service before, would like to go 
back to Rotterdam if he cannot do any better.

The group of Illinois candidates for Consu- 
lates seem to have aimed too high. Delos 
Phelps could not make London with its

Dr. Fowler of Springfield can’t have Paris, 
yet there aré other desirable positions which 
are the extent of his application. Repre- 
sentative Wiwi miade a miscue when he sought 
to earrom on Frankfort. That place is filled 
by one of the most efficient men in tke con- 
sular service, a Republican, who was pro- 
moted to it during Mr. Cleveland’s former ad- 
ministration. Henry L. Merritt of Chicago 
started out to be Assistant Secretary of State, 
but found that it was engaged to” Josiah 
Quiney, the Boston iceberg. Merritt’s record 
as Consul at Aix-la-Chapelie and at Chemnitz 
gave him such a good reputation that he is 
pretty certain to be reappointed to the con- 
sular office. notwithstanding the rule against 
rea intment. 
Why so many ple want to be Public 
Printer is a puzzle to President Cleveland. 
lt is one of the most vexatious offices that 
there is, and the pay is not large. Eight 
years ago he kept Public Printer Rounds in 
for eighteen months, and was afterwards 
sorry he had made any change. F. W. 
Palmer has no desire to remain, and he will 
probably retire in May. There are at least a 
score of candidates for his place. Since the 
withdrawal of Owen Scott M. B. McAbee is 
the only Iilinois candidate. Indiana has sev- 
eral; the only leading one is Editor H. E. 
Wadsworth. Richard Ennis of St. Louis has 
the backing of a large number of business- 
men, whose’ indorsement is printed 
in a pamphlet, the front of which 
ives a picture of Mr. Ennis. Gen. Thomas 
Weithol, editor of a paper at Lancaster, O., 
is also a candidate. “Gill” Benedict, 
brother of the former Public Printer, is an- 
other one; so is W. S. McKean, Secretary of 
the New Jersey State Democratic committee, 
and one of the original Cleveland men in 
these parts. Joseph F. Derly of the Philadel- 
phia Public Ledger is said to have the back- 
ing of George W. Childs. ‘Wilmington, Del., 
is not a large town, yet it has two candidates 
and a protest. The candidates are Mr. Ed- 
wards of the Wilmington Journal: and Pergy 
Young of Every Evening. *The protest is di- 
rected against Mr. Edwards, and comes from 
the mem bers of the Typographical! Union. 


The General Land Office Pium, 


The Interior Department has to do largely 
with matters pertaining to the West, and it is 
natural that the crop of Western candidates 
should be large. However, there are not so 
many people in the field for the General ‘Land 
Office, possibly because of the report that 
President Cleveland and Secretary Hoke 
Smith have an “unknown” undercover. If 
it was not for that, Judge Browning of South- 
ern Illinois would have a pretty good show, as 
he is supported by Morrison’s friends and all 
the other elements in the [Illinois delegation. 
Ex-Congressinan C. H. Mansur of Missouri is 
working hard for the place, and has the sup- 
port of most of his delegatiou. Mansur has 
fought some Indian jobs in Congress, and he 
could well be forgiven for distributing hand- 
bills in his district calling himeelf ** Your 
Charlie.” the bills being addressed to his con- 
stituents. J. Benton of North Dakota, 
cleims the office on the ground that he was 
not elected Senator, but that if he is made 
Land Commissioner he can build up a ma- 
chine which will surely enable him to gain the 
Senatorship later. John P. Irish, the tariff 
taiker, late of Iowa and later of California, 
migit be a possibility if it were not for his 
profession. Hé is an editor. Ex-Congress- 
mau Castle of Minnesota would also take the 
place if it drifted his way. — 

Mr. Cleveland is thinking hard about a 
Pension Commissioner. . He may well do sa, 
for that office requires a man big enough 
to be a Cabinet officer. Ex-Congressman H. 
H. Wheeler of Michigan seems to have the 
lead, though he is not a certainty. Gen, 
Bragg of Wisconsin might co better than any- 
body else if he would ask for it. but it Is 
hardly up to his dues. State Senator McLean 
of Indiana, who was formerly a Deputy Com- 
missioner of Pensions, is no longer in the 
race. 
Busey’s Prospects Have Wilted.

A Western man will probably be chosen for 
this position. 

Neither ex-Com missioner Atkins of Tennes- 
see nor John Oberiy of Lilinois will: be Indian 
Cummissioner again. Oberly, by the way, is 
in hard luck if he wants anything, because he 
held three different positions during Mr. 
Cleveland’s administration, and that decreases 
his chances of getting anything now in the 
ratio of three to one. Ex-Congressman Peel 
of Arkansas, who was Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Indian Affairs, might do. Mr. An- 
derson of pte who is an ex-Indian 
Agent, Mr. Marshall of Virginia, who has 
seen the Indians in New Mexico, and other 
Southerners are after the office. So is Wr, 
Marato of North Bend. .There is mugwuamp 
backing for Herbert Walsh of Philadelphia, 
President of the Indian Rights Association. 

For Assistant Secretary of the Interior there’ 
is no Jack of material, though some of it is 
being held back, H. L. Muidrow of Missis- 
sippi is barred out of the race because he held 
the position eight years ago, L. Q, C. Lamar, 
son of the late Justice Lamar, was in the de- 
partment when his father was Secretary, and 
he would like to give Hoke Smith the benefit 
of his experience by serving as Assistant Sec- 
retary. John Quincy Smith of Onio, who was 
a Republican Congressman a good many years 
ago and split off from his party on the wool 
question, is also @ possible candidate. 


Aspirants from the Redmen’s Country, 


The Territories are under the jurisdiction 
of the Indian Department. There is a lively 
crowd in Washington from the Indian Terri- 
tory. The terms of the officials of the United 
States Court for the Territory expire the last 
of this Month, and there are any number of 
candidates for these places. Most of them be- 
lieve in ‘‘home rule.”’ There are no less than 
a dozen candidates for the Judgeship. Among 
the number are C, L. Herbert, W. R. Reagan, 
and Judge He of Ardmore; George E. 
Nelson and S. 8. Fears of Muskogee. Besides 
Judge Benjamin T. Duval and L. P. Sandells 
of Fort Smith, Ark., and Judge Cravens of 
Missouri, for United States Attorney, Col. 
Thomas Mercum, M. M, Edminston, William 
Harrison, C. L. Jackson, and Solomon A. 
Jackson, residents of the Territory, are press. 
ing and being pressed by their friends, There 
are some outsiders, too. 

Augustus E. Ivey, editor of the Cherolcee 
Telephone of Tahlequah, the Indidn candidate 
for the United States Marshalship, is on the 
ground, He has been expounding Democracy 
and tariff reform to his people tor a dozen 
years or more. Heisthe only Indian being 
peenees for ang Federal appointment in the 

erritory and is stron backed. Mr. Ivey, 
who is one-eighth Cherokee, is a citizen of 
Texas by birth. Besides Mr. Ivey there are 
ten or a dozen more applicants for the Mar. 
shalship: J. A. Mais, Maj. Kendall, Capt. 
Smith, Maj. Galt, J. J. McAlester, James 
Scott, Benjamin Lafayette, L. L, Stowe, and 
W. F. Weeks. The place they want 1s now 
held by Tom Needles of Illinois. 

Col. Ross, a well-known Texan, wants to be 
Goverzor of Oklahoma. Ex-Congressman 
Clark of Kansas and J, M. Crows of Tennes- 
see aspire to the same position, and E. WU. 
Spillman of West Virginia wants to be Secre- 
tary of the Territory. W.S. Fly, who was the 
Permanent Chairman of the Democratic con- 
vention im Texas, is also an applicant for a 
place,

The Ireasury Department is a fountain 
from which flows unlimited patronage. ‘ To 
begin with, there are three Assistant Secre- 
taries. Oneof these is supposed to relieve the 
Secretary of the details regarding the duties 
| of the offiee.. Another attends te the 
business; while the third looks after miscel- 
laneous matters. C. S. Hamlin of Boston has 
been picked out for the customs, but there is 
antagonism to him, and the politicians in New 
England are demanding that he give way to C. 
B. Morton of Maine, who would be a guod 
hand to look after the patronage. Morton 
was formeriy Commissioner of Navigation. 
Marcus Hanlon, a political worker, and Will- 
iam E. Curtis, a business man, are the 
New York candidates. George W. Skin- 
ner of Pennsylvania is backed by himself ana 
some of the Congressmen, but Chairman 
Harrity is giving his support to a Western 
man. This is Frank P. Ireland, ex-Mayor of 
Nebraska City, Neb. R, R. Bowler of Cin- 
cinnate is supported for Assistant Secretary 
on the double ground that he was beaten for 
Congress and that he is a nephew of George 
H. Pendleton. J. P. Frenzel, an Indianapolis 
banker, has been mentioned for the place of 
Assistant, though he would probably prefer 
to succeed Treasurer Nebeker. The sugges- 
tion has also been made that Edward S. Wil- 
son of Illinois would be a good man to put in 
as First Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 
There would be no objection to Wilson becom- 
ing Treasurer, because there is no chance to 
lend the funds of the United States and draw 
interest on them, 

Big Job for a Kentuackian, 


The Collector of Internal Revenue has vast 
power. Inthis case Secretary Carlisle will 
undoubtedly make a personal selection. Ken- 
tucky comes to think that it has a first mort- 
gage claim on the office and it presents four 
candidates. These are Albert S. Willis, J. ©. 
Bell, Attala Cox, and A. C. Respes. Willis is 
the strongest man of the lot. He had a lung 
service in Congress and was Chairman of the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors. West 
Virginia had two candidates—ex-Commission- 
er J.S..Miller and G. Armstrong—until 
the fiat went forth against. reappointments. 
Now there is only one, and his name is not 
Miller. A New-Yorker named H. R. Dicson 
is a possible candidate. Clement Dowd of 
North Carolina.is an avowed one. He was 
Collector of Internal Revenue in one of the 
districts there, 

The Auditorships and Controllerships are 
useful places, and pay pretty well. Scott 
Wike of Illinois seems pretty certain to be 
made First Controller, Ex-Controller Dur- 
ham of Kentucky wants his old place, but can 
not get it. Ex-Congressman C. C. Matson of 
Indiana appears to have a fair show for Sec- 
ond Controller. M. L. Woods and C. M. 
Shelly of Alabama are candidates for Fourth 
Auditor. Shelly held the place before, but 
this does not bar him out entirely, as he has 
rendered efficient service to his party in Ala- 
bama in heading off the third party move- 
ment. E. P. Speer of Georgia has good sup- 
port for Fifth Auditor in both the South and 
New York, and may get it. M. R. Wise of 
Arizona, E. H. Murrill of Virginia, and T. E. 
Peckinhaugh of Ohio are competitors for the 
Sixth Auditorship. 

L. V. Stevens of Missouri would like to be 
Controller of the Curr@ncy. He once got an 
interview with Clevéland on silver which 
rather softened the feelings of the silver men 
regarding Mr. Cleveland. Mr. Stevens, how- 
ever, had forgotten that fhe Controller of the 
Currency is one of the few officers who has a 
fixed term, and who cannot be removed at 
the pleasure of the President. 

Ex-Congressman Stump of Maryland and 
H. J. Schultz of the District of Columbia are 
candidates for Superintendent of Immigra- 
tion. Schultz was one of the Treasury Com- 
missioners sent abroad two years ago to in- 
vestigate the condition of labor in Europe. 
He came back in disguise as a steerage pas- 
senger and created a sensation by his charges 
against the steamship companies.

POSSIBLE ABDICATION OF A KING. 


Complications That Would Follow Francis 
Joseph's Retirement. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Paris, March 12.—([Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—While the Panama 
trial goes on in Frnnce it is impossible to cal- 
culate its consequences. Every day brings 
some fresh revelations and astonishing scan- 
dals. The political situation, without being 
serious, has some dark streaks on the hori- 


zon. 

Firstly, there is the possibility of the a>- 
dication of the Emperor of Austria, which will 
be as much on account of the illness of the 
Empress, who is almost entirely losing her 
reason, as of the political situation, which is 
daily becoming more complicated. The pop- 
ulations of the Austro-Hungarian monarchy 
are becoming more opposed to the triple al- 
liance, of which they feel the cost much more 
than the advantages. Besides this, the Hun- 
garian monarchical party demands liberal re- 
forms that Francis Joseph, who is the most 
honest man in his empire, does not see his 
way to grant. He prefers, therefore, te de- 
scend from the throne and content himself 
with watching and.cuiding the débuts of his 
youthful nephews,as Governors. 

The young Prinees are not popular; they 
have shown themselves too authoritative upon 
some trifling occasions ahd all the authority 
vf Francis Josephjwiil be necessary to main- 
tain a good understanding between sovereign 
and peopie. The abdication will be of great 
political importance, because with the arrival 
of the young Archduke the Clerical party will 
come into power so far as regards internal 
policy, while the external policy of the coun- 
try will be directed by the party which has 
not forgotten 1866 and is desirous uf a rap- 

prochement with ia. For these reasons the 
F tg etrenu- 


uous efforts to prevent the abdication. 

This is perhaps one of the causes of the un- 
expected journey of William to Italy. He 
suddenly made known his intention of going 
to Rome to visit the Ki of Italy and the 
Pope. The news was welcomed and the fa- 
vorable impression it created was not con- 
cealed, but in his own mind Emperor Will- 
iam considers that his visit to Rome will 
strengthen the triple alliance and dissipate the 
misunderstanding between Austria and Italy. 
Yet, as it will not give Italy any of the money 
which it wants above all things, all the fine 
phrases and fine sentiments will be useless, 
The Emperor hopeg also to arrange matters 
with the Pope, which wil not be easy, for the 
Vatican desires the return of the Jesuits to Ger- 
many, but Leo XIII., faithful to his policy, 
will endeavor to concede little and obtain 
much, 

In the meantime Italy is endeavoring to 
conciliate England, The stay of the Duke 
d’Aosta in London was simply a move to ob- 
tain the consent of the Queen to visit Rome 
incognito, after which King f{Humnbert would 
‘have visited London in great pomp. But the 
plan failed,

IN THE CONFLAGRATION DISTRICT, 


Some Interesting Figures Bearing Upon 
Fire Losses in Boston. 

The Boston fire seems to have come as an 
im mediate illustration of the article on “* Con- 
flagration Hazards of Large Cities,”’ by E. G. 
Richards, in the Standard of March 4 In 
this article Boston is mentioned as an instance 
of a city with a profitable and an unprofitable 
district. The conflagration or unprofitable 
district is named as bounded by State and Court 
streets on the north and Boylston and Beach 
streets on the south and between Tremont 
street and the water. Friday’s fire lies in the 
southern part of this territory and so did the 
conflagration of 1889. 

The followimg tables of*premiums and losses 
of the conflagration and non-conflagration 
districts for the last ten years are then given 
for comparison:

A METHODIST MINISTER’S VIEW OF 
THE PROPER TREATMENT, 


The Rev. Thomas C, Warner of Knoxville, 
Tenn,, Says They Should Go to Keeley

*From an expenence on the police. court 
bench of nearly seven years I have witnessed 
some remarkable phenomena in the conduct 
of men who have been arrested as criminais 
and arraigned for intoxication. This observa- 
tion and experience have lei me to quite radi- 
cally change the views I formerly heid on the 
subject of drunkenness and its proper treat- 
ment. 

‘** But a large majority of the unfortunates 
who are arraigned in police courts for drunk- 
enness are victims of disease rather than 
criminals, yet the courta are compelled to 
punish these sick men in the same way as law 
is méted out to common thieves, and the Sher- 
iff often has in custody honest but sick men 
with whom he can deal no better than with 
the worst criminals. What would be thought 
of a law which would require a police magis- 
trate to fine a man for the offense of smallpox? 
And yet it seems as crue! in some instances to 
punish a victim of alcoholic disease, no mat- 
ter if the victim of alcohol did voluntarily ex- 
pose himself to the disease in the first in- 
stance, 

“It seems singular that while progress has 
been made in the treatment of criminals on 
various lines of criminal reform, and in the 
treatment of insanity and other forma of dis- 
ease, society has wholly failed in dealing with 
inebriety from a legal standpoint. It is grati- 
fying to observe that much progress has been 
made in reclaiming the victims of inebriety 
back to lives of soberness through the work 
of temperance societies and great-hearted 
tem persue evangelists and by the marvelous 
methods of scientific medical treatment; but 
there is stilla great reform which the State 
owes to its unfortunate citizens who are the 
victims of alcoholic disease. 

‘* Every statute and police ordinance should 
give magistrates a wide discretion in the treat- 
ment ‘of inebriates who are arraigned in the 


‘elice - atlowed 
distinguish the unfortunate but honorable. 
offenders from the very vicious and on gyn 
ble. Comfortable police stations should take 
the place of the pestilential bastiles which 
cities usually provide for the detention of 
prisoners. But the most pressing need is for 
detention hospitals, where the victims of dip- 
sumania could be mercifully restrained and 
treated scientifically for the cure of the dis- 
ease. Such institutions are of more pressing 
need than eveu State prisons or insane hos- 
pitals, because there is more suffering in the 
homes of humanity through inebriety than is 
caused by crime and insanity. 

**Pmhibition of the liqovr traffic, in my 
opiniony” except in occasional places, has 
wholly failed to cure the alcoholic disease. 
Temperance agitation has only mitigated its 
evil effects. The awful disease of drunken- 
ness, which has cufsed the world since the 
days of Noah, seems destined to abide among 
men in greater or lesa degree through gen- 
erations yet to come, There seems no way to 
tear up the evil plant by the roots. Human- 
ity and practical statesmanship must work to- 
gether to try and mitigate its evils, as they 
must work together to fight all forms of dis- 
ease which prey upon the race,” 


WHO 18 YOUR NEIGHBOR? 


What Consideration Should Churches and 
Ministers Give to the Keeley Gold Cure 
as a Temperance Agency?

Drunkenness is a disease and the man who 
dies of aicoholism dies of disease, but so also 
is it true that the man who deliberately sends 
a bullet through his brain, dies of ** tain dis- 
ease,” and the man who takes arsenic or 
strychnine with suicidal intent, dies of **stom- 
ach trouble” or “heart derangement,” But to 
every such case an awful pergonal responsi- 
bility attaches and the sin of self-murder 
stains the soul. Dr. Keeley himself guards 
this principle more carefully than do some of

’ Even after thisdegree had been conferred 
the London College of Physicians, whvse 
names no one now cares to know, refused to 
elect him to membership in their body unless 
he would first submit to an examination in the 
classics. Drs. Koch and Pasteur know somie- 
thing of like opposition, But as it was when 
angsthetics first began to be employed in 
surgical operations, many opposed, and after 
success had been achieved many set up their 
claims in rivalry With that of the discoverer; so 
does it already appear 1t will be with the gold 
cure.

Let us do all we may to destroy the cause of

At the 
New England meeting a new managemeut 
will be elected. President McLeod of the 
Reading company, according to progratn, will 
take full possession of the property. Mr. Mc- 
Leod’s enemies—and those envious creatures 
are as numerous as ever—profess to believe 
that by some hook or crook his plans can be 
defeated. It is doubtful, There are even inti. 
mations that even if Mr. McLevud does elect 
his ticket their votes will be contested on the 

round that they are not a proper ownership. 
This sounds foolish. 

At the Missouri Pacific meeting it is prob- 
able that a bear statement will be issued show- 
mg the last year’s operations. Both George 
Gould and Russell Sage, who are in control 
of that property, are outspoken bears upon 
the whole Wall street market. Mr. Sage is 
accused of having locked up $4,000,000 or $5,- 
000,000 during the recent money squeeze. 
And the street believes that both he and 
young Mr. Gould are heavily short of the 
stock market. If this is so their Missouri Pa- 
cific annual statement can be made influen- 
tial in their interest by being blue. Missouri 
Pacific is now the highest of the non-dividend 
paying railroad stocks in the street. Should 
there come anything like a boom to lift quo- 
tations generally Missouri Pacific might iai- 
prove with the rest. In any smash it wou'd 
probably be one of the leaders. 

People with spare funds could make no 
safer venture than to goshort of a block of 
Missouri Pacific stock just for an investment. 
One of these days the stuff is bound to - sell 
away down. There is more money in the re- 
organization of such a property for its mana- 
gers than there 1s in its humdrum prosper'ty. 
The Gould game has ever been uniform—de- 
faults, receiverships, assessments, shutting out 
of other interests, making a vast sumn through 
reorganization financiering. Should the money 
market long continue close and irksome Mis- 
souri Pacific would be une of the first big rail- 
way corporations of the country to run down. 


Talk of Ousting McLeod, 


There is much talk about schemes for oust- 
ing Mr. McLeod from the control of the Read- 
ing through ite receivership. This talk has 
little in it. ‘T'wo or three bankmg houses are, 
it is true, identified with it, but they are not 
banking houses which are in the habit of ac- 
complishing much beyond assessing money- 
borrowers. This crowd count confidently 
on the codperation in their plans of J. Pier- 
pont Morgan. There is nothing in this, Mr. 


*“Morgan is amply able to fight his own bat- 


tles, and it hitherto has never been his habit 
to go on avy of the indirect methods at- 
tribrted to Mr. McLeod’s enemies. All of the 
threats which they are making are of a windy 
sort, not likely to amount to much. 

The weekly bank stetement given out just 
before the market closed today is not exceed- 
ingly cheerful. There is a loss approaching 
$2,000,000 in surplus reserve and deposits have 
shrunk tremendously. One year ago New 
York’s banks had $40,000,009 deposits above 
current loans accounts. Today’s bank state- 
ment shows that surplus deposits above loans 
do not amount to $3,000,000. 

After all business was over on the Stock 
Exchange today announcement came from 
Washington that President Cleveland was 
talking unhesitatingly and with emphasis on 
the financial situation, taking peasimistic 
views. Heis quoted as declaring that there 
will be no bonds issued by the government, 
and he sees only continuation of present un- 
happy conditions for some timetocome.

Fluctuations Last Week at London, Paris, 
Berlin, and Frankfort. 

Loxpox, March 12.—Discount rates were 
firm during the last week at 13{ for three 
months and 2 for short. The financial situa- 
tion in the United States is the leading infiu- 
ence that affects the money and stock mar- 
kets. High class investment stocks and home 
and Indian funds have been specially affected 
by the talk of probabie borrowing by the 
United States. There is a consensus of opinion 
here pow that the nogotiatuuns in that direction 
have been tentative and provisional, and that 
the United States will tide over the temporary - 
difficuity until a detinite monetary policy has 
been adopted, especially as Austria’s demands 
have lessened.

results. Thesame firmness in monoy is to be no- 
ticed throughout the Westin the smaller cities. 
Western banks have drawn sbarply on their Ubi- 
cago corre-pondents, and it is largely because of 
these outside demands that the situation is so 
close here. At the close of the week there was 
some improvement in the general tone, although 
little if any change in the actual condition. Rates 
are generally 6 per cent, but a great deal of money 
bas been loaned at 7, Carrying charges on the 
Stock Exchange, as represented by the difference 
between regular and account stock, have been 
unusually high, reaching a point equivalent to 
interest rates of 185 to 20 per cent. 

General trade might be expected to show some 
slackening in view of these hampering conditions 
of the money market aud the strain which com- 
mercial confidence has undergone during the | ast 
two or three weeks, Such aresult is not found, 
however. General business continues extremely 
active and shows a decided improvement even 
when compared with the marked activity of a 
yearago. Clearings for last week show a gain of 
moro than 15 per cent over the corresponding 
week of last year, and when it is remembered that 
the clearings uf a year ago were showing enor- 
mous gains over those of the year before it will 
be seen that the present volume of business is by 
long odds on an unequaled scale. In spite of 
tight money, shaken confidence regarding our 
currency. an unfavorable balance of foreign trade, 
and steady exportations of gold business con- 
ditions here continue active beyond the most 
sanguine expectation ana local business interests 
are within themselves thoroughly sound. 

One ofthe features of the outlook which is 
causing considerable appfebension is the condi- 
tion of affairsin iabor eircles. There is a strong 
probability of a serious conflict between railroads 
leading into Chicago and some of the employés., 
The railroads assert that they are thoroughly pre- 
pared to unitedly contest the demands which 
have been madé uvon them, and they say that 
they much prefer to have the matter out now and 
will make no attempt to temporize or postpone 
the trouble. Some dissatisfaction is also re- 
ported among street railway employés. It is said 
that a portion of them seein the present time an 
unusually faverable opportunity for pressing 
claims for better terms of é@mployment aud that 
some united meuvement on their part is not im- 
probabie. That has not yet reached a point 
where there is anything definite in the situation, 
however! 

The sterling exchange markst presented an vun- 
usnally erratic course during the week, but the 
general tendency has been downward. uota- 
tions closed at a figure well below the gold ex- 
porting point and no further shipments of gold 
just at present seem likely. In the meantime the 
government's gold stock is being replenished by 
considerable amounts. This is coming both 
through the regular channels and otherwise. The 
Denver banks proffered $1,000.000 goid in ex- 
clipivge for smal! bills, and this offer was accepted 
by Secretary Carlisle. A_ similar offer of $500,000 
gold by the First National Bank of this city was 
accepted apd other banks here are expected to 
make a likb exchange of $500,000 or more. It 
seems almost certain that there will be no further 
demand for gold for export for several days at 
least, and within that time the Treasurer's posi- 
tion will be much strepg!bened .and it will be in 
sbape to meet a demand for gold if it comes, 

The local stock market bas been extremely act- 
ive with respect to the railway stocks but dull as 
to everything else. There bave been wide fluctu- 
ations in the street railways. West Chicago 
street railroad stock closed at 197%, agaiust 
202% a week ago. North Chicago closed at 273%, 
against 279% a week ago. West Chicago. fell to 
190 during the weck, bat reacted rapidly. The 
market for other securities has been heavy and 
some considerable declines in quotations may be 
noted, but there bas been no special pressure of 
stocks on the market and the situation is such 
that quotations might be expected to react ra 
idly, with an improvement in the general ontlook. 

‘Lhe people who are interested in grain waited 
a week in feverish anxiety for the govornment re- 

rt on the stocks in first hands. It was ad:z-:itted 
- bulls and bears alike that the report would 
have a material influence on prices. It was ex- 
pected that there would be a marked movement 
one way or the other, It was believed that prices 
must go up or down. ° it was to bea great factor 
on one side or tho other, and traders who wero 
long and those who were sliort expected to have 
their fate sealed by the revelations that were to 
be made. I'he report came, there was a momen- 
tary flurry on the curb the eveuing it was re- 
ceived, prices fluctuated through a moderately 
wide range Saturday, and closed  prac- 
tically where they were before the report 
came.* Like most of the department reports 
it was in a shape to rmit a_§ fair 
argument both ways, and it therefore afforded 
rome comfort to both bulls and bears. The trad- 
ers who had been asserting that the government 
estimates on the last two crops were under the 
actual totals had the satisfaction of seeing the 
statistician admit that he had made a mustake, 
The bears were pieused to see a total of over 
130,000,000 bu in first hands and the bulis drew 
consolation from the fact that the total in 
farmers’ bins and the visible supply figured up a 
total but 2,000,000 bu more than at this timea 
year ago. Outsiders were apparently inclined to 
look upon the report as not bearish whatever else 
it might be. Nearly all of the important wheat 
markets which have been dragging along under 
Chicago rallied and held an advance. Unless 
foreigners or outsiders give the figurés a radical 
interpretation ane way or the other it looks much 
as if tne trade Would get back to watching the 
so-called clique and the weather. 

Damage reports continued to come in all week, 
and news of the plowing up of considerable fall- 
sown wheat where it was certain that the plant 
had been killed was more frequent. There has 
yet been none ofthe warm, furcing weather that 
will enable farmers to tell with certainty whether 
suspected damage is actual. Many of them be- 
lieve that their wheat bas been badly hurt, but 
when asked for explicit information ey, that they 
cannot teli how serious the injury is. The opera- 
tions of the clique that is largely interested in 
wheat have furnishea materiai for all sorts of 
gossip, most of which is unwarranted. A belief 

as existed in the minds of some of the tra:iers 
that the clique has about given up hope of being 
able todo anything with its boidings, und that 
the wheatis being gradually sold out through 
bear houses. There are many me who

AGAINST THE TIN CUP RECORD, 


A Local Breeder Offers Some Valuable 
Suczestiorfs for the Futare. 

A local trotting horse owner and breeder, 
whose name is a household word wherever the 
trotter is known, writes as follows of the past and 
future of the trotter: 

“The standard in trotting horses is based on 
records of 2:30 and better, and records against 
time made at a regular race meeting answer the 
same purpose, as far as registration is concerned 
as records in a race; but this making of records 
against time has been carriedjto such an extent— 
that is, days during a race meeting when there 
would be one race and the balance of the after- 
noun speotin driving horses against time—that 
the question arises as to whether it was a regular 
race meeting or not, and there is considerable 
agitation on the part of the people interested to 
discontinue the custom of allowing these ‘time 
records.” There is no question but that * time 
records’ (or, as they are called, ‘tin cup’ rec- 
ords) have caused many buyers to make mistakes, 
because they put the same value ona ‘tin cup’ 
as if it were a race record. None of the extreme- 
ly fast horses, either trotters or pacers, that have 
‘time records’ have race records within several 
seconds of their time records. It costs about as 
much to prepare a horse for a time record 
as it does for a race, and then the as- 
sociations charge a fee of from $10 to 
$159 for the privilege of getting a 
time record: so itis plain that a‘tincup' horse 
is not a poor man's horse, The trotting horse is 
a purely American product, and the American 
citizen, in most cases, looks upon the commercial 
side of the fast horse business as well as the 
pleasure connected with it. Therefore be does 
not want to be fooled by buying ‘ dress parade ’ 
trotters when he wants a money winver, and this, 
to a great extent, isthe cause of the depreciation 
in the price of trotting bred borses. 

* The wealthy. breeders bave bought largely 
within the last few years on pedigree, and that 
pedigree, in many cases, is largely atfected by the 
*tin cap‘ trotter. There are a few breeders 
who bave paid no attention to this * tia cup’ 
business, but have bred a fast stallion to a 
fast mare without. regard to whether tbe 
pedigree was fashionable or wot, and 
one of them was asked a few years ago during one 
of the large sales in New York why he did not 
breed ‘in the fashion.’ He asked inreply, if 2:10 
was fashion. This same man has been about the 
largest winner on the trotting turf for the last 
three years. Ashort time ago two poted stock 
farms sent consignments of their product to New 
York to sell. ne bad campaigned its horses 
all over the country atid groves ‘that they were 
race horses by winning a lot of money with them. 
The other concern has made more ‘tin-cup ' 
records than any otter breeding farm in the 
country. The result was that the race horse Jot 
brougbt nearly as many thousands of dollars as 
the other did hundreds. When yearling 
thoroughbreds are sold, those by sires that can 
take up weight and go'the route bring as many 
thousands of dollars as those by sires that get 
colts that can run only one-half or three-quarter 
mile races bri hundreds, The trotting-horse 
breeders are at last beginning to see this. They 
begin to realize that many horses can be fitted to 
go a mile in 2:30 whenthe wind does not. blow, 
and when the air, track, and everything else are 
the most favorable; but when the bell rings for a 
$10,000 stake to be trosted the wind is not regu- 
lated, but they have to go, and the family of 
horses that win the money are the kind the breed- 
ers can afford to own, because if they don’t want 
to race thom they can sell them to sume one who 

oes. 

“ There never was atime when the trotter or 
pacer, if he had the speed, could wio as%nach 
money as‘he can today: It is estimated that the 
trotting and pacing stakes and purses for the 
year 1593 throughout the United States will 
amount to about $5,000,000. There are trotting 
tracks all over tne y powed J where an owner can 
start his horses, and nearly every county fair bas 
very creditable purses for trotters. A fine pair of 
large, handsome trotting horses make as good a 
carriage team as any one can find; and if one is 
in a‘hurry hecan cover the distance in a short 
space cftime. So while the breeder is trying to 
raise racehorses, if they bave no speed there is no 
better general-purpose horse than the American 
trotter, and there is always a great demand fora 
good horse of endurance. But the sooner the 
breeder stops fooling himself by giving the 
‘tin-cup’ record’ any more value than a trial 
against time the better he will be off. Another 
fatal practice that all breeders have followed is 
that of leaving all horse colts entire. They were 
afraid they would become ‘world beaters,’ and 
if they were geidings they would lose the prob- 
able distinction of ‘owning the fastest stallion 
that ever lived.’ The result is the country is 
flooded with short bred, ugly looking stallions 
that are not as valuable as first-class geldings. 
Any trainer would prefer to race a gelding to a 
mare or stallion and no one wants a stallion as a 
road horse or as a carriage horse. Trotting- 
horse breeders had better follow the example of 
the running-horse breeders and then they will 
have nothing but race-horse families and make 
fewer mistakes, for the last five years are full of 
mistakes in their business ard the ‘tin cup’ 
record bas had more to do with it than anything 
else. 

“The breeders bave said we want to raise 
something that people will buy. Now, the people 
have stopped buying the ‘tin-cup’ borses; they 
are overstocked with something the people won't 
buy, but if any of them have a first-class gelding 
that can win money in his class there will be no 
trouble in finding a buyer and a price ranging 
from $1,000 to $3,000. lsaw an account recently of 
a gelding being sold for road purposes for $5,000, 
but he Lad proved himself a race-horse and had a 
race record of 2::3'4. Breeders can find any npum- 
ber of instances where race-hurses sell, but the 
couutry is guite full of common breeding stock,”’

NOW ENGLAND'S TURN. 


BRITISH OYOLISTS TAMPERING WITH 
THE AMATEUR RULE. 


880 |] Ignorant of the Fate Which Befell the 


Would-Be Reformers in This Country 
They Have Stirred Up Things Nicely— 
Riders Will Be Licensed Like Dogs and 
Cabmen—The Result of Their Efforts to 
Purify the Sport Will Bé Watched with 
Keen Interest. 


It is now Engiand's turn to tinker at the 
amateur rule for the benefit or disadvantage, 
as it may fall out, of its wheelmen. 

They can hardly have heard across the 
water of the fate whieh befell the L. A. W. 
scheme to provide for the classification of 
amateurs and makers’ amateurs, else they 
would not be so ready to put forward the pian 
which they now have ready for adoption. 
Some time ago the N, C. U. of England en- 
deavored to bar out of that body’s meetings 
all who were connected with the 
trade. The plot was frustrated. Now 
the same people who planned that little 
game are out with another trick whereby al! 
amateurs are to be licensed the same as if 
they were dogs and cab-drivers. No test of the 
public sentiment has yet been made upon the 
subject, but judging from the jealous way in 
which English amateurs have guarded their 


rights and aidan gy in times gone by it is more 
than probable that the new scheme will go by the 


ar . 
What the kickers intend to doin order to ac- 
complish their purpose is here set forth: 
1. On and after May 1.1893, no rider shall take 
rtin any race held uader N, CO. U. rules uniess at 
he date of such race he shall hold a license (to be 
granted as hereafter directed) permitting him so to 


compete. 

2. Any rider holding such a license knowingly com- 
peting in any competition on cycles whatsoever 
against an unlicensed rider, or at any unauthorized 
meeting, shall thereby forfeit his license. 

3. All licenses shall expire on March 1 next after 
they have been granted. 

4. These rules shall not apply toriders during their 
first year of racing in open events (un:ess in an 
particular case the N, ©. U. shall require any suc 
rider to take out a license) or tocompetitors in bona 
fide club races strictly confined to members of the 
promotia club. or in races confined to boys under 

e age of 16 years. 

. The N. C. U. may grant a special license for any 
particular meeting. which license shali enable any 
rider (whether otherwise licensed or not) to com- 
pete at such meeting. 

6. Any club or sports promoting body may give 
prizes for a race open only to unlicensed riders, 

rovided such riders are not then suspended or pro- 

essionalized under any ruleof the N. C. U.

SAY MISS JONES WAS BOUGHT OUT, 


Affairs of the Woman’s Cannibg Company 
Explained by Members, 


Women conversant with the affairs of the 
Woman’s Canning and Preserving company 
make the following statement in repiy to an 


article published Saturday: 

The corporation was established a little over 
two years ago through the efforts of friends of 
Miss Amanda T. Jones who believed that she had 
invented certain processes for the preservation of 
food withoat the use of cither leat or chemicals. 
These processes she clatmed could 
applied to cooked or sauceovked articles. 
Miss Jones thought her inventions were such 
that they could be untilized with profit, and says 
it was her desire te put this prospective wealth 
solely in the hands of her owusex. As inventor 
she asked the payment of one-half the capital 
stock, which was made $1,000,000, and a fair salary 
for life. In return for half the stock aud full con- 
trol of the busiuess she proposed to give the cor- 
perenne a restricted use of part of her inventions. 

Jp tothis date every member of its Board of 
Directors, with one excevtion, has been elected 
by the vote which she cast. Most of these ladies 
rag inexperience in basiness matters, but 

iss Jones declared this no bar and prevailed 
upoa them to undertake the work. For some 
time everything was leftin the hands of Miss 
Jones, who had her own way antil by observation 
aod experience members of the board were com- 
pelled to investigate affairs closely and then 
trouble began. The results ted to the conclusion 
that the processes were by nv means perfected and 
that no profits could be expected to accrue to the 
company. 

The board entered into an agreement with Miss 
Jones to surrender all claim to auy of the mnven- 
tions, and in return Miss Jones was to cancel ber 
contract with the company, return all stock in 
her possession, release all claims to what bad 
been promised her, and refrain from molesting 
the company further. 

In addition to this the board donated the 
machinery which had been used in condacting 
the experiments, and the sum of $3,500. It was 
estimated that aenit to abrogate the contract 
would cost the amount named, and the machinery 
was of no use to the compasy. In violation of 
ber agreement Miss Jones hus  en- 
deavore to obstruct the work of the 
company by lawsuits and circalars, 
her parpose being to wreck the Woman's Can- 
ning and Preserving company in order to obtain 
+ capitol for use iu another corporation favored 

y her. 

Miss Jones complains of being " frozen out”: 
the fact is that she was in a destitute financial 
condition prior to the organization of this com- 
pany. having spent nearly twenty years vainly en- 
deavoring to interest. capital in her enterprise. 
Miss Jones received a fair salary for nearly two 
years, together with traveling expenses and 
means to conduct her experimente, machinery 
costing several thousand dollars, $3,500 in cash 
and full and complete possession of all her inven- 
tions, which were discarded by the company. 

The stockholders having been made aware of 
the facts in the case, fully sastained the dir rs 
and voted to coatigue the business uader eir 
charge. 


Passes for a Road Not Yet in Existence. 

New York, March 12.—{Special.]—Annoal 
passes have been sent by the New Yurk and Soath 
Beach railway to railroad officials all over the 
country. - They are pretty to look at and seem to 
be good for any amount of mileage, but they are 
not. because there is not any New York and 
South Beach railway. It is merely a little 
streak of black on the map of Staten 
Island, but its general manager, Frank H. Steele, 
Las asked passes from the compauies which he 
has favored with bis own pasteboards, and in 
many cases be has got them. Some rai!road men 
who have received the annuals imagine that the 
New York and South Beach railway is perhaps 
a concern started purely to get passes 
for its officers, but this is not 
so. Inquiry shows that its directors, who are men 
of some importance, say they are arranging to 
build it as soon as the frost gets ont of the 
ground, but one of therm says the printing of the 
annual passes was done without the authoriza- 
tion of the board.
